INTRODUCTION, 



The volume now presented to the Members of the Sitrtbes 
Society contains a farther series of letters and papers illustra- 
tive of the life and times of Bishop Cosin, commencing with 
the period of the Restoration and brought down to the time of 
his death. 

A brief sketch of tho former part of the Bishop's life was 
embodied in the Introduction to the first volume of this Conv- 
Bpondeucc. Tho history of his Episcopate now demands some 
notice. 

When Charles II. was restored to the tlirone of his ancestors 
his retam to tho country from which he had so long been 
banished permitted those who had slmrcd liis exile to fmrtici- 
pate in his triumph. Amongst his followers the Dean of Peter- 
borongh was a man of uo mean mark, and ho was one whoso 
devotion and constancy to the Royal cause had been severely 
tried. In 1G42-3 he was ejected, as we have seen, from his 
Mastership of Peter-house, and was deprived of all his other 
preferments. England was no longer a place of safety, and ho 
escaped to Paris, where he remained during the whole of tho 
Protectorate. ITiore can be little doubt that his exile wns a 
season of much privation, especiallj' towards the latter part of 
it. In 1657 we find that his eldest daughter, afterwards the 
Lady Gerard, was in the receipt of a pension from Oliver Crom- 
well, for the maintenance of herself and her sisters *. To accept

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alms from the hands of the usurper must neetls havu been 
deeply humiliatiug to the daughters uf the Royalist Dean, but 
pride is oftentimes obliged to succumb to the touch of necoa- 
Bity, and if we may credit a statement in the Diary of the Viear 
of Stratford-upon-Avon, the means of livelihood possessed by 
their father were scanty in the extreme. He tells ua, on the 
authority of his landlord, at Braclcley, "That when Dr. Cosiu was 
in France, hee had all his meat out of the old Queen's kitchen, 
and his victuals in her court in a chamber there too. That hee 
and his man lived for sixpence a day ; and that hee heard say 

hee was better then than now ITiat when ho was in 

France divers gentlemen that travail'd thither used to come to 
see him, and droppe some pence into his hand. That when hco 
was low he was often tempted to turn Papist, with large pro- 
mises that if hee would doe so, hee and his children would bo 
provided for, and they should never trouble him more ; but I 
have heard hee is a man much against it." — Diary of the Rev. 
John Ward, A.M., Vicar of Stmtford-upon-Avon, 1(548 — 1079. 
Ed. by Charles Severn, M.D. (Und. 18:30), pp. 158, 160. 

With the Restoration liia days of penury aud exile came to 
an end, and in Juno, 1660, as wo learn from a letter of lus 
brothwr-in-law, Mr. Shadforth, Dr. Coaiu had arrived in Eng- 
land, lie lost no time in resuming his decaual fuuctions at 
Peterborough, aud he had the ^jatisfaction of learning that a 
portion, at leant, of the Catliedml plate, choir-book», and other 
things belonging to the GhurcL, had been preserved from 
spoliation by the careful and loving hands of some who had 
cherished the hope that the King would enjoy his own again, 
and that the Church W(»uM not be always trctdden down of her 
enemies. His i-elations aud his ageuta iu the county of Durham 
were meanwhile actively engaged in re-esttiblishing his rights 
iu that diocese, as regarded his benefices of Brancepeth and 
Elwick. Tlie intruders who had held them appear to have 
been summarily ejected, and little difficulty was apparently 
experienced in making good the claim of the rightful owner 
to his tythe and glebe. 

But these preferments soon fell into other hands, for Cosin 
was destined to occupy a far higher position. It would seem 
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tlmt it was at first intended to remove liim from the Doauery of 
Peterborough to that of Durham *, but this promotion never 
took place. In a letter dated October, 1660, Cosiu announces 
to hia correspoiideut that '* the King, his master, had been 
pleaaed of his Royall gooducirs and grace to bestowe the 
Bishnpricko of Durham upon him;" and upon the 2nd Decem- 
ber following he was consecrated at Westminster Abbey, his 
faith Tul friend and chnplninj Sancroft, preaching the consecration 
Hurmun. 

His elevation to the See of Durham appears to have given 
much satisfaction to all the loyal party in the bishopric. It 
was not the promotion of a stranger, for Cosin became con- 
nected with that county early in life, as Prebendary of the 
Cathedral and Rector of Hrancepeth, and his marriage allied 
him to one of its most ancient houses. His chai*acter, there- 
fore, must have been well know-n. Whether his appointment 
was equally acceptable to the Puritan party, which was by no 
means despicable, either in numbers or in influence, may well 
he doubted. But the mutteriiiga of discontent, if any such 
there wore, were drowned in the shout of triumph which 
greeted the Prince-Bishop whenjaccoi-ding to immemorial usage, 
ho was presented with the ancient falchion of the Conyers, as 
he crossed the Tees to make his iinst cnti-ouco into the Pala- 
tinate. Great enthusiasm was unquestionably shown, but the 
object of it had livetl too many years in the world, and had 
witnessed too many changes to over-estimate its value. " I am 
not much affected with such showos," he says, " but, however, 
the cheerfulness of the country in the reception of their Bishop 
is a good earnest given for better matters, which, by the graco 
and blessing of God, may in good time follow here among us all." 

The Bishop of Durham needed, indeed, all the cncourage- 
jncnt and support wliicii the loynl party could give. Tlie work

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beiure him was ouo which involved no little difficulty^ uud no 
small amount of* labour, in various ways. Within a mouth 
after his public reception into Ids diocese we fiud hitu writiu^ 
to Bancroft, *' I am bo full here of the bishoprick atiayres, 
that I have not the least leisure for any thing els." His lirat 
care was to hold " a solemne confirmation," Numbers seem to 
have flocked to receive the imposition of their bishop's hands. 
A whole generation, indeed, must have sprung up without wit- 
nessing or participating in the rite. Next folluwed an ordiua- 
tion, and immediately aftens'iirfU the Bishop held what he calls 
"an ordinary Syuode of the Clergie" at Durham and New- 
castle, notj apparently, without some misgivings as to the t^)ne 
and temper which he might find among them : *' I shall preach 
among them, and put them in some order, if by any fayre 
meanes I can." (P. 31.) 

One thing is worth noting. This Synod does not appear to 
have been a mcro formal gathering together of the Clergy, U» 
pay their procurations and synodals, to answer to a roll-call of 
their names, and to receive an episcopal charge after a faslnou 
which has survived to our own times. It would seem tu have 
been somewhat of a deliberative assembly. In a subsequent 
letter the Bishop says, " I made thorn mi/ asseMors iu it." The 
term is signiiicant, and may certainly be taken to iruply an 
interchange of thought and opinion between the members of 
i\\G Synod and their Diocesan. The latter seems Ui havo been 
anxious to commence his work with motleration and forbeai*- 
ance, and the result was not altogether uusatisfacteiy, only one 
preacher being ailencod, and that on the ground of his '' having 
neither episcopall nor preibiferoiU ordination." The iufen-nce 
18 obvious, that if the latter could have been proved, the Bishop 
would not havo refused to accept him as a worker in his 
diocese. 

A word here couceniing the state of the diocese, . Few parts 
of England were probably in a worse condition, especially as 
regarded its northern part. Wo may gather, to some extent, 
an idea of the state in which Cosln found it, from some noU?s 
by Archdeacon Basire, respecting its condition five years after- 
wai'ds. The hopes as to the clergy which the Bishop enter- 
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tniued, that be might bo able to "put them in some order/' 
Timst often have buen doijmed to disappointment. Ba.s»re writes 
in a tone of much despondency, " the Archdeaconry of North- 
ninberlaud will take up a whole man to reforme the Parsons 
[and] to repairo the Churches." A few instances of the state 
of thingfl in that Archdeaconiy, taken from his note-book 
(Hunter MSS., 137), may not be uninteresting. In Nov. 16(55 
he has an entry concerning the disrepair of the chancel of St. 
Nicholas, the great mother-church of Newcastle, Its roof was 
BO bad that it rained in upon the aldermen when they weru 
receiving the Holy Communion, and the applications made for 
ite repair to Bishop Rainbow, of Carli«Ie, the improj)riator, 
seem to have been utterly fruitless. In the following year ho 
says that it was the ** generall complaint of ministers and 
churchwardens that they cannot get any sessos for reparation 
of churches because no coercion. Justices of Peace at Sessions 
refuse to assist." The cliancel at Hderton he describes as 
ruinous. At Ingram, "the body of the church is ruinous, 
covered with sodds." Concerning Shilbottle, where ho seems 
to have been at evening prayer on St. Luke's Eve, he records a 
long list of gravamina. The Minister had no gown, and the 
chancel no windows. The Communion-table was at the lower 
end of the chancel: "above, no carpet; — under, full of old 
bookes.'^ There was no catechizing. The wrong Collect was 
said — 17th for 19th 'IVinity, and the Collect of the Festival of 
St. Luke altogether omitted. Both Lessons were wrong like- 
wise — Ezek. xxi. for Dan. vi.^ and Rom. ix. for Gal. iii. lliero 
were swine in the church-yard, and boys fighting during all the 
time of prayers. 

Besides the cares which were inseparable from the govern- 
ment of his diocese, many other things were matters of anxiety 
to Cosin at this period. " The reparation of hia ruined houses," 
and a vaiiety of expenses connected with the See, appear to 
have pressed heavily upon him, and this at a time, moreovor, 
when such outlay must have been sensibly fell as a bui'dcn. 
His long exile had utterly exhausted his private means, and 
the reveuues of the Bishopric could scarcely as yet be available. 

Ho was not, however, exclusively occupied with the business 
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of hia Diocese, temporal or eceleaiasticsil. Thore were iither 
claims upou bis time and thoughts. 

On the 25tb March, 1661, the King issued his warrant for 
the appoiutmeiit of a Commission " to advise upon and review 
the Book of Common Prayer." The learning and ability of 
BUhup Cosin were undoubted^ and his views upon Church dis- 
cipline and ceremonial were so well known as to make him in 
some sort a repfescuialive man. Ho was, therefore, one of tho 
bishops appointed, and he occupied a prominent and important 
position during the whole of the Conference at the Savoy *. 
The alterations in tho Book of Common Prayer demanded by 
the Puritan Commissioners were nnmerouSj but the Church 
party were unwilling to make much conceasion, and the four 
months limited by tho Commission had all but expired, without 
any definite agreement having been come to between the two 
partiea. 

At one of the lat«r meetings, shortly before the expiration 
of the allotted time. Bishop Cosin occupied the chair, and pro- 
duced the following paper, " a.s from some considerable person," 
with the view of effecting an arrangement : — 

"A way humbly proposed to end that unhappy controversy 
which is now managed in tho Church, that the sore may uoe 
longer rankle under the debate, nor advantages bee gotten by 
those that love division.

Bnt wlu>n by many days conrcrcnce in 
the beginning, wu hml gut some uiixliM*ating concvssiiins from hiin (and from IU<«liuji 
Cosins hy his nieann), the rest came in the end, and bruke tliera all." — Cf. Kennett's 
iicg. p. 607. 



" 1 . That the question may be putt to the mauagers of the 
division, whether there be any thing in doctrine or dincipline, 
or tho Coraon-prnyer or ceremonys, contrary to the Word of 
God ; and if they can make any such appeare, lett them be 
aatisiied. 

"2. If not, lett them then propose what they deaiT'o in point 
of expediency, and acknowledge it to bee no more. 

" 3. Let that then be received from them, tmd speedily taken 
into consideration and judgment of the Convocation, who aro 
the proper and autheutiquo reproftcntntivos of the Ministry ; in 
whoso judg!iit*nt thoy ought to acquiesse in sucli mutters^ and 
not only bo, but to lett the peoi)le that follow them know that 
they ought not to disturbe the peace of the Church, under the 
pretence of the prosecution of expodiencyes. Since the division 
of the Church ia the great inexpedient." (Tanner MSS, xlix. 
100.) 

The Bishop ex])res6od himself stongly in favour of those re- 
commendations, aB holding out a fair prospect of rooonciliatiou, 
and called upon Baxter for an answer. But no result followed, 
and the Coufereuco ended ou tho 2ith July, ItiOl, without 
either union or accommodation. 

In the mcjmtime Convocation had assembled and licld scveni] 
sessions. " In the session of tho 2l8t of November, the firet 
session that took place aflcr the close of tho Savoy Conference, 
they entered upon the considemtion of the Book of Common 
Prayer, and dii-ected the Bishops of Durham (Cosiu), Ely 
(Wren), Oxford (Skinner), Rochester (Warner), Salisbury 
(Henchman), Worcester (Morley), Lincoln (Sanderson), and 
Gloucester (Nicholson), to proceed without loss of time in pre- 
paring it for their revision." (Cardwoll's Hist, of Conferences, 
&o., p. 370.) In this work, it is needless to say, Cctsin had a 
large and impoitaut share, for which his liturgical studies h:id 
qualified hiui in no small degree. A Pi-ayer-book of 101!), witli 
emendations and alterations added in the Bishop's own hand, 
now preserved at Durham, may certainly be regarded as that 
which was laid by him before tho Convocation, as containing 
his ideas of what the revised Prayer-book should be. This is 
corroborated by the existence of a copy, in Saucrtfft's haud^ 
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which is now in tlie Boillfiiiii. Sancroft, as is well knowu, wm" 
St»cretAry to the Revision. 

A considorublo number of Cosiiu's alterations were, neverthe- 
less^ not accepted b}* his associates. Thoy are given, Sf'riuMm, 
in this volume, and possess no little iuterest; never, perhaps, 
more than at the present lime, when one important change in 
the Prayer-book, aa handed down to us from 1661, has already 
been made, and when others arc suggested in so many 
quart^^rs. 

It does not seem difficult to account for the reasons which 
weighed with the majority when they rejected many of Cosin's 
altenUions. He viewed the matter from one side, they from 
another. He, apparently, had been impressed by the opening 
clause of the instructions given in the Hoyal Warrant for the 
Conference at the Savoy, whereby the Commissioners were 
directed " to ad\'ise npou and review the said Book of Common 
Prayer, comparing the same with the most ancient liturgies 
which havo been used in the Church, in the primitive and 
purest timefl," (Cardwell^s Hist. Conf., p, 300.) Thoy, on the 
other hand, were probably of opinion that, considenug the 
temper of the times, it was a wiser policy to comply with the 
closing suggestion of the iustruotions contained in the War- 
rant, that they should "avoid, aa much as may be, all unneces- 
sary alterations of the forms and Liturgy wherewith the jieople 
are already acquainted, and have so long received in the Church 
of England." (Ibid.) They thought, no doubt, that such a 
course was Ichh likely to be misinterpreted, and might tend to 
a wider comprehension of those whose prejudices were in any 
degree capable of being softened or removed. 

This apphes chiefly, of course, to the alterations suggeRt4Ml 
by Cosin in the most important service of all — the celebration 
of the Huly Communion, llie Consecration Prayer was, in a 
manner, re-cast by him. He had evidently compared that 
which was already in use " with the most autient Liturgies," 
and had presented for adoption one which he conceived moitj 
accurately to represent the arrangement, and more correctly to 
follow the type of those venerable forms. We find introduced 
into that prayer the Invocation of the Holy Spirit, which

were comTnendcd to tbe commanicant« as sabjecis for tbeir 
devont meditation. 

At another time it is possible that these changieft in the Gom- 
muuion Service might have been admitted. Igrioninoe alone 
rould BiiggcBt thecbArge that they introilaced Romish doctrinej 
aiid they have approved themaelTea to the minds of many 
devout and learned persons as bringing- oar Euclianstic service 
more in ucuonl with auciont Liturgical order. Bat at that par- 
ticular juncture cautious counsels prevailed, and "my Lords tbe 
Bifthopps at Elie House ordered all in tlie old method." 

Some of tho additions proposed by Bishop Coaia seem to 
have been rejected without any adequate reason ; such on 
Proper Psalms on certain days, hitherto nndistinguished in that 
way, viz. the Rogation Days, the Festival of St. Michael and 
All Angels, and All Saints' Day. He also proposed cert^iin 
additional OlTertory tSentences, and an Epistle and Gospel at 
Confirmation, &c. 

Many of the Rubrics were evidently intended by him to have 
been made more precise and definite. Cosin clearly wished 
that which enjoins daily prayer upon the Clergy to have l)een 
rendered more stringent than it is by making it run thus : — 
" All priests and deacons ehall }te. hou7nl to say daily, Ac.*'* He

It eau 
scarcely be doubted that he wished, moreover, to boo the 
Ornaments Rubric made more definite. The "(Jr.," which he 
added after " SnrpUce" would certainly seem to cover more 
than many are willing to admit, if we take it in conjunction 
with his note in another of his annotated Ppayer-])ooks, where 
he enters in detAJl into the matter. Cf. Works (Angl, Cath, 
Lib.), V. p. 42. See also pp. 230—233. As it regarded the 
rubric for the chancels remaining as in time past, ho would 
have added a distinct direction that they should " be divided 
from the body of the church." A chancel-screen, therefore, 
was clearly recognized by him as legally admissible. 

His views upon this particular matter of detail i*eceive illus- 
tration from another document of much interest which will be 
found in the following pages, and which, though it is later iu 
chronological order, may conveniently be mentioned here. It 
is the Order which Bishop Cosin.used for the Consecration of 
Churches and Churchyards. In this a form of the Deed or Act 
of Dedication, to be duly rend and published on such occasions, 
is given, and amongst the necessary articles of church furni* 
tare, Ac., which are enumerated, eayxrelU litjnei form one of the 
itoms. 

This form of pi-ayer, as we learu from a note in Archdeacon 
Btisirc's hand, was used by Bishop Cosin at the consecration of 
ChrJHt Church, Tynemouth, on Sunday, the 5th July, 1668. 
The Archdeacon adds another note to tliis effect : — " Oonsonat 
cum Forma Bf\ in X*. P'*. Lnnceloti AndreivH^ edit, an*, 
1659." But it is only a general agreement. Cosin has given 
it the impress of his own hand *, and the MS. contains also two

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other ServicVM, wliicli art' probably entirely due to Liin — » 
Service on laying the fomiilation-stone of a church or chapel, 
and one for the recouciliatiou of a church, chapel, or church- 
yard^ which had been converted to profane or common uses. 
The way in which many sacred edifices in his dioce»e had been 
profaned during the unsettled times which preceded the Resto- 
ration led him, doubtless, to provide this form. 

Some of the rubrical directions in the Service for the Con- 
BPcration of a Church are worthy of a brief remark, as illus- 
trating Cosin's practice as regards ritual. It is clear that a 
celebration of the Holy Communion was intended to be an 
inseparable adjunct of the service, and the rubric at the cora- 
uienoemeul of that office contains very specific dii-ections as. to 
the position of those who were engaged in the celebration ; — 
"Then shall the Bishop ascend towards the Table of the Lord, 
and there kneelo downe at his falstoole before it^ his Chaplaines 
following him and placeing themselves at each end of the 
Tabic, when ho that is at the North shall begin the Commu- 
nton Service, &c." Yet from a subsequent ruhric we may cer- 
tainly assume that the Bishop was the Celebrant, for it provides 
that he shall reverently offer npon the Lord's Table the Deed, 
or Act of Consecrationj the Bread and Wine, and his own alms 
and oblations. Was the position occupied by the Bishop at the 
commencement of the service maintained throughout ? It can 
scarcely be an unfair inference that ir was so. Another thing 
may be noted. There is no intimation given that the uon- 
commrniicating laity should withdraw. In this Cosin's form 
differs from that of Bishop Andrewos, which contains a distinct 
direction for their dismissal: — ^* popnlusquc unirensus non corn- 
mmiicatume dimitfitnr.'* The general particularity of the 
Rubrics in Bishop Cosin's form of Service would lead to the 
supposition that the absence of such a direction was not acci- 
dental. It is perhaps not unworthy of remai'k that the con- 
secration of the church-yard was directed to form a part of the 
Evening Service. 

We have seen that Bishop Coain, after taking possession of 
his See, lost no time in entering upon its duties, having held a 
Synod of the Clergy at Newcastle and Durham in the autumn 
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oflOrtl. lu the Mlowiug yeur he held fi Visitntion* both in 
Northumberland and Durham, His chaplain, Davenport, 
writ4?8 to Sancroffc on the 10th June, 1662, "We are all well, 
and about 3 weeks hence are to go into Northumberland to 
visit the Dinceas, and at our return 1 guess the Assizes will be 
at handt*" In » subnequent letter (July 15, 1662), to the 
same corre.sp<nident, Davenport says, " (hi Thursday we go 
to Durham, the Visitation there being the day following for the 
Diocess, and on Saturday for the Church." (Tanner MSS. 
xlviii. 12 and 10.) 

His Visitation of the Diocese implied more, probably, than is 
now understood by the term. A letter in Mercurius Puhfirisjt, 
No. xxxii., p. 531, of Aug. 4, 1662, speaks of his "visiting his 
own diocese in his own person, both the Churchmen and their 
churches." Another letter (Nov. 20, 1662) thus testifies to hia 
energy and zeal ; — " The Bishop of this place since his late 
diligent Visitation hath made a fair progress through the larger 
pai't of this County Palatine, preaching on every Sunday in 
several churches, and being received with great joy and alacrity 
both of the gentry and all other people The Sunday

after hia return to Bishop Auckland he wont abroad to Evening 
Prayer in a country church throe miles ofT, and there both 
CAtechized the youth of tho parish himself, and enjoined tho 
iniuister of the place, where catechizing had been formerly 
omitted, diligently to perform that religious duty hereafter. A 
few days following he went to the chief parish church of Auck- 
land, and there took order, having prepared for it before, that 
three children past their infancy, and two of them well grown 
in years, should be solemnly baptized with the consent of their 
parents, who had formerly neglected it, and been misled from 
tiie Church, but are now by the Bishop firmly converted to it." 
(Kennett's Register, p. 831.) 

In the same year (1602) he held his primary Visitation of 
the Cathedral, on which occasion he addressed Articles of 
Inquiry * to the Dean, Prebendaries, and other members of that 
Chui-ch, of the fullest and most minute character. His former 
connexion with the Church as Prebendary gave bim much 
advantage. He was well acquainted with all the provisions 
contained in their Foundation Charter^ and the statutes by which 
they professed to be governed, and he directed his inquiries iu 

1 conformity therewith ; adding also certain queries with refe- 
rence to the progress they were making in the needful restora- 
tion of the Church and its fittings. Scarcely a vestige of 
interior work had survived the rough usage to which the 
Church was subjected during the early part of the Great Rebel- 
lion. Hcreenwork and stalls, organ and monumental effigies, 
wore either hopelessly shattered or utterly destroyed. The 
grand features of the building were happily too massive to have 
■Biistoined much injury. Cosin's anxiety was evidently great 
that all things should be brought to something like their 
pristine comeliness and order with as little delay as possible. 
Nor was he less careful to secure, as far as in him lay, the 
duo performance of the Services, and a seemly decorum on the 
part of those whose duty it was to tako part in them.

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One of the moat important pnblic measures of tbo year 1 662 
was the passing of tho Act of Uniformity *, and although there 
would seem to bo indications that Bishop Gosin, personallyj 
was not indisposed to treat tho non-conforming mini»t«rs with 
some deg^e of lenity and forbearance^ ho appears to have acted 
with sufficient rigour in pressing the observance of its enact- 
ments. Popish recusants, and non -conformists representing 
various types of Puritanism, each in their several ways, gave 
him no little trouble. And both parties were numerous in tho 
Diocese of Durham. Tho Church of Home had still a large 
nuraber of adherents in the northern counties, some clustering 
around the halls of such of the gentry as still clung to the 
ancient faith, others scattered up and down the sequestered 
dales of the rural distncts. Tlie non-conformists were, for the 
most part, to be found in the large towns, more especially in 
Newcastle. Mr. Davenport, the Bishop's chaplain, writes to 
Saucroft, on Jnly 15, 1G(32, that "my Lord suspeuded Mr, 
Knightbridge at Newcastle, because ho refused to read 
prayers, and so the liviug is sequestred. Mr. Hammond 
desired he might leave without suspension t."

But thoufrh Puritanism flonriehed chiefly in tHo large towns, 
the country diMtriets were by no meanB fi*OG from its influence, 
or unexposed to what wore deemed the dangerous machinations 
of its adherents, lu 1003 the Bishop and two of his Deputy 
Lieutenants communicate to the Privy Council the information 
which they had received concerning certain "seditious and 
dangerous persons at Muggleawicke and elsewhere in tho 
County." The testimony of a certain John Elrington detailing 
particulars of a plot or conspiracy seems to have been accepted 
without hesitation, though he is characterized by Surtcos, not 
without good grounds, as an infamous scoundrel. The accused 
persons stiffly denied the information to be true, beyond an 
admission of the fact of thoir having had " frequent meetings 
together in severall numbers for teaching, praying, and ex- 
horting one another to constancy in ondoreing persecution." 
Their simple story met with no credit, and they were com- 
mitted to prison. A few escaped their pui'suers, and fled into 
some wild and remote part of Northumberland, where it waa 
almost impossible to lay hold of tbom. " In a second information 
Elrington accused several gentlemen of considerable rank as 
pwrlicvpea a-imlniSf — Sir Hcary Witheringtou of Northumber- 
land, Edward Fenwick of Stanton, Esq., Timothy Whittingham, 
Esq., of Holmside, and Captain Lilburno of Sunderland. Tho 
two last were apprehended and detained in custody three 
months, and then liberated from want of tho slightest evidence 
to crirainato them; but Lilburne's very name was ominous, 
and Whittingham was a sour Presbyterian." (Surtecs' Hist. 
Durh. ii. p. 380.) The Bishop's power as Lord Lieutenant was 
put in full exercise, " the train-bands were called out under 
Sir Thomas Davison, and the principal gentry and their 
retainers embodied themselves in the (Ufterent wards, uudor 
Sir Nicholas Cole of Brancepeth, Colonel Cuthbert Carr, Col. 
Byerley, and Henry Lambton, Esq." (Surtees ii. 390.) The 
Government was kept duly informed of all that related to the 
'* horrid designe " of "those wicked conspirators," and many 
letters from different parties were written on the aubjoct, 
evincing the utmost fear of the plot, and evidently indicating 
the fullest belief in the dangerous character of the conspiracy.

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Their fear, indcod, was not altogether without foundation, 
for although the commotion occasioned by this Darwcntdale 
Plot proved eventually to be groundless, it is evident there was 
much disRatisfaction prevailing throughout the country, and a 
strong auti-Koyalist feeling rankliug in the breasts of many 
who refused to accept the teaching of the Church of England, 
and had little liking for monarchical rule, " The movement," 
says Surtees, " was by no meivus confined to the North. Tlio 
Dissenters saw with natural regrot the temporal sceptre 
wrested from their grasp, and restored to a family whom they 
might well consider as a Moabitish race ; and it would be vaia 
to deny that the sudden revulsion of feeling which attended 
the Restomtion, carried the nation from a state of sullen and 
unnatural gloom into a flood of profligate joy, well calculattid 
to give scandal to persons of much more liberal habits than 
the Dissenters. To the latter the cup of tribulation was filled 
up by the Bartholomew Act, which, if it silenced some preachers 
of sedition, also drove from their pulpits many divines of tried 
character and tmdissembled piety, of whose speculative opinions 
no lawful Government need have stood in fear. Like all 
meaBores of coercion, the Bartholomew Act had an equivocal 
tendency: if open opposition was repressed, a deeper and 
keener sense of resentment was cherished in silence amongst 
the children of the separation, neither few nor scattered ; and 
it was perhaps owing to the calmer temper of the people, and 
the milder genius of the country, rather than to the lenience 
of Government, that the same scenes were not iicted here 
which soon after occurred in Scotland, when the Covenantera 
were hunted into the wilderness, and found consolation in 
anathematizing their persecutors amidst woods and wastes and 
waterfalls. The Cavaliers, who saw with dismay the good old 
cause rearing its ominous head in moi-e places than the green 
banks of the Den\'ent, had every reason for preserving the 
ascendant they had just regained: they were still sore under 
the bniises inflicted by the iron mallet of Cromwell, and had 
scarcely had time to forgot

" To the Cavalier the swell of a nocturual Lyuin pcaliug do^m 
the mouiitftin-Rido from some conventicle of separatists, must 
liavo spoken of war and disaster, ruin and defeat, of Naseby, of 
Worcester, and of Lon<^ Marston. Loyal addresses were 
poured iu, uud armed associations formed iu all quarters ; and 
such a face of general resistance was displayed, that the mal- 
contents shrunk quietly into their maw without daring the 
field." (Hist. Durh. ii. pp. 389, 390.) 

The evidence adduced for this particular plot was of the 
weakest description, Surtees gives extracts from several of 
the depositions. The statement given by Proud, a weaver at 
Ebchester, is sufficiently alarming. He had heard fiay that two 
troops of horse were in arms near that place. Other deponents 
testify that they And been told that Joseph Hopper was "abroad 
with his horse and armea," and that "some men upon hoi-se- 
backe with swordes," had been seen riding by at Ebchesterand 
iShotley Bridge. At last Joseph Hopper " coufesseth that be was 
abroad five weeks together at Ireland to see some friends he had 
there, and that he would not acquaint his wife therewith, for 
he knew she would be unwilling to let him go." " And thus," 
says Surtees, " the two troops of Anabaptist horse, and tho 
men who forded tho Darwcut with glittering broad-swords, 
are reduced into Joseph Hopper, who took a five weeks' jaunt 
into Ireland, and had reasons for not informing his wife." 
(Hist, Durh. ii. p. 391.) Solvuntur rim tabula. But it waa an age 
of plots and iuformerSjaud in this, as in many other cases, however 
baseless the plot, and however worthless the informers, incarce- 
ration and suffering were the result to many au innocent person. 

Too ready an ear, indeed, waa given to the talo of tho in- 
former, and it must have been a period of great disquietude in 
many a neighbourhood. We find the Bishop applying to 
Archdeacon Basire in lC6i to send him information as to all 
persons in his parishes of Stanliopo and EgglescliSb who had 
served in the late wars against tho King, and iK> find out wlio 
amongst them were loyal and who were disaffected, A similar 
system of espioKage probably extended over other parts of the 
Diocese. 

Tho existence of disaffection, real and supposed, was doubt- 
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leHS the caaso of increaaod stringency iu the laws affecting 
Non-oonformists. An Act for the Hiipprcssion of fieditiouts con- 
venticlea was paasetl in this year (10*54). 

The Festival of St. Peter in the year 16(55 must hftvo been a 
ilay of deep thankfulness with Bishop Cosiu, for it witnessed 
the completion of a work which lay very near hia heart. Four 
years had now elapsed since ho entered his Diocese. At tliat 
time both his Castles were in a most ruinous condition, and his 
maQorijd residences at Stockton and Diirlington were equally 
dilapidated. His well-direK!ted energy and munificence had 
effected a wondrous change*, but in nothing was it more visible 
than in the stately Chapel which yet forma one of the most 
striking features of Auckland Castle. It is little altered 
iiitemuUy, and not at all exteruully, since it was consecrated 
on the 29th June, 1665, and "named after the Saint of the 
day, St. Peter." A letter from Davenport to Sancroft, written 
from Auckland on the 1st July following, detailing tho pro- 
ceedings of the day, is not without interest. 

"Auckland Castle. Jul : 1, 1065.— Sib, Thursday last my Lonl 
consecrated hia chappcll, atid nnmed it after the Saint of tho day, St. 
Peter. The Dean and Prebendiiryes and many clergymen, but ahun* 
danco of gentlemen and gentlewomen were present, and had a great 
feast made to them. My meanesR (as Hiilihi Wheelock said) preacirt 
on. He U \cortli^ for whom he »houJd rfo thia^for he loceth our nation^ 
and he hath built us a tjfna^ogue. Thftn Jetus tcenl icith litem. In 
the end of the Sermon I moved all the Clergj* and laity to be per- 
Bwaded by tho sight of the beauty of this chapell, to repair and 
beautify their own churches and chanccUs, and pressed it bo far on 
them that at length I onerattd the Bishop's conscience, and hia 
Chancellor's and ArchUeacon'g, with care of seeing it done, saying, 
* Bishops, Chancellors, and Archdeacons, tooko too much upon tliem, 
and did they knew not what when they spared either laity or clergy 
in this case.* Tliis was well enough taken, and at diuner, Col.

I trust I shall be 
soilicited no more, but if it must be done, I must find some way of 
sending these papers to you for a review, for I have none here I can 
advise with but Mr. Wrench. Pardon this boldness in, your humble

Another Visitatiou of tho Cathedral took place in this year 
(1665). Tho Articles of Inquiry addressed to the Minor 
Canons, &c., will be found in this volume (P. 111.) They are 
minute and curious, indicating the authority which it is obvious 
the Bishop conceived himself entitled to exercise as regarded the 
regulation of all matters affecting the Church, its services, ita 
ministers, and its fabric. We glean some particulars of inte- 
rest as to the latter, and also as to the buildings of the College, 
or Cathedral close. The Bishop inquires with much interest 
about the fate of the iroac/ias, or spires, which, before tho 
troubled times of the Rebellion, sumiounted the two western 
towers of tho Cathedral. Wo find that previous to that time 
of disorder tho Minor Canons had each ii small house assigned 
them iu " tho Farmery *," adapted only however to clergy 
leading a celibate life. New and more suitable dwellings were 
prouii.sed thoni, — a promise which, bo it said en pd^Sftnfj re- 
mained unfulfilled until within the last few years. The Guest- 
Hall, which must have been a very stately building, on the

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western side of the College square, had bijcome ho attorly 
ruinouu tliat it fell to tUo grouiid. The Libniry, as might have 
been expected, was a subject of strict inquiry, and a qnoatiott 
was put as to what had been done in the way of improving the 
Chapter livings. Injunctions to the Dean and Chapter upon 
various points connectLHl with his visitations were not long 
afterwards issued by the Bishop. Tliey ai'e also given in this 
Volume. (P. 136.) 

The year 1605 has a melancholy interest attaching to it on 
account of the wido-spnywl prevalence of the plague. Its 
ravages iu Loudon are matter of history, but it was not con- 
fined to the metropolis. Many parts of the country suffered 
grievously, Newcastle, Shields, and Durham, were all visited 
with more or loss severity by this teirible disease. Collections, 
public and private, for the relief of the sufferers, were ordered 
by royal authority, and were made in all the churches. The 
accounts of the collections mode in the diocese of Durham, as 
given in the Appendix, will be of some interest, to the local 
antiquary esj)ecially. lliey give a tolembly accurate idea of 
the relative importance and wealth of the various pwishes at 
the latter part of the seventeenth ccntnry. Making every 
allowance fur the different value of money, it may certaiuly bo 
inferred that no' great amount of wealth can have existed at 
th^t time iu the northern counties. The Bishop acted with 
his usual munificence, and hLs liberah'ty was not cimfined to his 
owu diocese. Cambridge was one of the places which suffered 
severely, and the application made to him by the Vice-Clian- 
cellor was libemlly rr^fiponded to*. 

An interesting document occurs in lt><57. The Bishop luul 
already, as we have seen, prepared and tittod his chapel at 
Auckland Castle, and it had received its solenm dedication to 
the worship of Almighty God. Ho now furnishes it with a

splendid army of ftltar-funuture, — chalicea and patens, alma 
dish, cJindk'Htic"kn, and books in rich and gorgeous bindings, 
adorued with the choicest specimens of goldsmith's work. We 
have the deed before ns in which he makes a solemn donation 
of these and other requisites to the chapels of his castles at 
Auckland and Dnrhara. {P. 1G7.) Appended to it is a minute 
inventory of the several articles. Tho altar-plate, books,and somo 
other articles ntill remain in the chapel at Auckland Castle. He 
also gives to the cathedral of Durham vaa ar^enUum, dHplicUtst 
iifauriiiu7H.y nnacttm pede, Mr/nu/jrio, et operculum ad Idem vas perii- 
neiUibutj pro ush AlhrUj sive t/tensfe DuminicfSj in ceU-braiionc S. 
£rtckarMa, infra dicf^tm EccUsiam nosfram Cathtdralem perpetno 
n,turpiiHdro/t fl lufterviefuhm. Tliis is, in aH pri:»bability, the 
silver gilt vessel for the oblation of bread, of beautiful work- 
manship, apparently foreign, surmounted by a ball and cross, 
which is still in use. But there is no mark or inscription. All 
the rest of the altar-plate belonging to the catliedral is marked 
with Cosines arms, impaling those of the See, and graven with 
appropriate inscriptions. 

Cosin's love of books, and his devotion to their collection, 
was noticed in our former volume*. It was a love unabated by 
age, and led to an anxious desire that the collectiun wliioh ho 
had formed at much cost, and with much pains, during a long 
life, should not be dispersed after his decease. The result was 
the erection of a Public Library, on the Palace Green at Durham, 
for tho reception of his books. This building appears to have 
cost him £oOO, and ho estimates his outlay for the books which 
he placed therein at £2000. Tho Bishop assigned an annual 
salary for a Libnirian, payable out of lands at Great Chilton, 
and declared the Library to be for the common use and beueiit 
of all who might resort thereto. ITie building appears to have 
been finished in 1(508. 

Non-conformity seems to have been very troublesome at this 
time, especially in Newcastle. ITie Mayor and Corporation of 
that place appear to have connived at the existence of cou- 
vouticles, and to have been wanting in su/ul as regarded their

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suppression. The report sent to Bishop Cosin by Archdeacon 
Baniro and corroborated by Dean Carleton (P. 197) is clearly 
an exaggerated one. Still the attendance at thorn must have 
been very large. It was even alleged that the wife of the chief 
magistrate had been present at one of them. The matter was 
deemed of such serious import, that representations on the 
subject were transmitted by the Bishop to hia Majesty in 
Council, and a letter couched in very strong language waa 
addressed by the former to the Mayor and Aldermen. (P. 
199.) 

The movement, it seems, was general. Cosin tells Arch- 
deacon Basire that " numerous conventicles wore frequent both 
in London and WcBtminstor ncare his Majostie'a owno Court," 
in spite of all that waa done to repress them by the levj-ing of 
fines. The Bishop regrets that his absence from his diocese 
rendered it impossible for him to take part, personally, in re- 
pressing these sectarian meetings, bnt ho charges his Chan- 
cellor, in conjunction with tho Archdeacon and Dean Carleton, 
to confer with the Mayor and the rest of the magistracy, and 
stop the mischief, if it were possible, by taking legal measures 
for their suppression. Notwithstanding the dutiful protesta- 
tions contained in tho answer returned to their Diocesan by the 
Mayor and his brethren of the Corporation, it is sufficiently 
obvious, in various ways, that their real sympathies wore more 
with tlie Conventicle than with tho Chun:h. 

Under tho year 1609 a record will be found of Bishop 
Cosin*s foimdatiuu of five scholarships at Peter House, of which 
college ho was formerly the hrad. His scholarH are to be under 
strict governance as regards their dress and demeanour. Ho 
WB8 evidently a foe to all foppery and frivolity. Their looks 
were to be kept of moderate lengthj and hair-powder was abso- 
lutely forbidden. The wearing of perukes, a fashion which waa 
then gaining ground, was as strictly prohibited. Music was to 
be practised twice a week, in order that thoy might t-ake part 
in the choral service of the coUugo chapel, and Greek and 
Latin versification waR to form a special part of their work. 

With this year 1009 commences a series of extracts from 
Bishop Cosin's Correspondence with hia Secretary, Mr. Stapyl- 
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ton. The correspondence itself is exfrrcTnely voluminons,but it 
in almost entii*e!y upon inatterH of business. Ll-oscs, and fines 
upon their renewal, bar^ins about the purchase of property, 
disputes with tcuauts, lawsuits, und all the multifarious matters 
which belong to the management of large esUitea, form the 
main subjects of these letters, most of which are of great length. 
Scarcely any are written in his own hand, but all are authenti- 
cated by hia signature. Interspersed, however, with the details 
of bnainess, and sometimes forming the subject of a poatscript, 
are many characteristic, and some curious, passages. The 
Editor has extracted snch as seemed to possess the greatest 
interest. As regards the business part of the correspondence, 
the extract* he has made are few, and these are only given by 
way of showing the extreme care with which Bishop Cosin 
entered into every minute particular, and the rigid accuracy 
which he expected from those who managed his affairs with 
regard to every item, whether of receipt or expenditure. Ho 
was evidently methodical and exact to the last degree in all 
matters of business, and the kt^euness which he exhibited in 
exacting his rights, gives the somewhat uncomfortable im- 
jirussiun that care, as regarded money, was carried beyond its 
proper limits. But it is to be remembered that Cosin entered 
upon his see under peculiar circumstances. Every thing 
was then in utter disorder. Many of tlie possessions of tho 
See had been graut-od to lay hands during the Protectorate, 
and were very unwillingly given up, and it can scarcely 
be doubted that a number of the smaller payments and. 
quit-rents — Tlinhop^a groaig^ as the country people used to call 
them — fell into desuetude, and were difficult to recover. Cosin 
had evidently a very conscientious feeling as regarded the 
rights of tho See, and whether the amount due to him as Bishop 
were much or little was, in one sense, of small import. If the 
claim were a rightful one on the part of the See, it was to be 
insisted upon, and concession was rarely made, except occa- 
sionally in the case of small fines on renewal of leases, when the 
gift of a book to the new Public Library was accepted in lieu of 
the fine, or as admitting the party to have their lease upon 
easier terms. 
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The extracts given from this corrospondonce of the Bialiop 
with Mr, Stapylton contaiu iuc-idi*ntal rcferuuces to county 
biisiocss, to matters of general public intcrestj to the Bishop's 
domestic and family concerns, and afford, not uufreqnontly, 
Bome amusing Bpccinicna of what Surteea calls the Bishop's 
" subacid humour," interspersed with passages showing, in 
many ways, the strongly marked character of the man. 

As regards the bui^iness of the cnunty, the matter most 
worthy of note is the effort which was made by several of the 
country gontleinen to obtain Parliamentary representjitiona^ 
an attempt persistently repressed by the Bishop, The schomo 
waa mooted very shortly after the Restoration (P. 86), but was 
then allowed to drop. In KUifi a spcond attempt waa madei 
and prosecuted with considerable vigour. A petition was pre- 
sented by the grand jury to the Court of General Quarter 
Sessions, held at Durham on the 3rd Oct. in that year, in the 
names and on the behalf of all the freeholders of the county, in 
which the grievance uader which the county laboured was set 
forth, and an earnest desire expressed that Parliament should 
be petitioned " to grant this just and reasonablo request that 
they may have knights and burgesses to represent them in 
Parliament like all other counties in the kingdom." 'niis peti- 
tion was read in open court, and a prot-estatiou was entered 
against it by the Bishop, Dnau Sudbury, Archdeacon Basire, 
Thomas Craddocko, Esq., Sanmol Davison, Esq., and William 
Blakiston, Esq. It was canned, however, by a majority of 
eleven*, but "was violently opposed in I'arliamcut by the

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Bishop, on some conception of the measure being derogatory 
to his own rights, and the peculiar privileges of the Palatinate." 
(Surtees* Hist. Durh. L lutrod. p. cxiv.) The attouipt was 
repeated in 1609 and 1070, as we leam from various passages 
in this CorrespondencG. But the interest of the Bishop, as 
well with the Pai-Uament as with the county, was sufficiently 
powerful to prevent its being carried into effect during his 
lifetime *. 

Matters of public interest are often mentioned by the Bishop 
when writing to his Secretary. Scraps of news occur also, 
sometimes about the proceedings of the Court or the Parlia- 
ment, or the death of some great personage; sometimes about 
expect-ed promotions to deaneries or bishoprics, when vacancies 
had occurred in either, sometimes even the result of a horse- 
race is detailed to his correspondent. Lord St. John of Basing, 
afterwards remarkable for his eccentric mode of life as Marquis 
of Winchester, who had property in the county of Durham, and is 
occasionally mentioned, with reference to business matters, in 
the Bishop's letters, seems to have ventured large sums at 
Newmarket. There could be little in common, we may venture 
to suppose, between Lord St. John and the Bishop as regai-ded 
fondness for the turf, yet the latter is not above taking an inte- 
rest in the account of my Lord having ** won much money," at

It may be noted here that Bishop Costa almost tnvarialdy iifteft the Ilegal iet}'lcin 
bift lettt'ni— we, and us, — " ^rravitar et pontiticalitcr In plnndt loqnendo,"

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Nowmarkot, and iu his "horse Tancred being victor again" 
(P. 238.) 

Amongst those matters which were of more than local iutereBt 
may bo mentioned the Bill for the divorce of Lord Rooa, a sub- 
ject which caused no little agitation at the time. It was gene- 
rally believed that the Bill was prosecuted with a view to a 
divorce being afterwards obtained by the King. Cosin spoke 
at considerable length (P. 233), and with great vigour in favour 
of the divorce. His speech evidently made a great impi-ession 
upon the House *, and probably contributed in no slight degree 
to the passing of the Bill, though the view ho took was directly 
opposed to the sentiments of the rest of tho bishops, with one 
sole exception f. 

Another matter, deeply affecting a largo class of the commu- 
nity is mentioned in the Bishop's letters, — the passing of 
another and more stringent measure with regard to Conven- 
ticles. It is worthy of note that the persecuting spirit was by 
far the most violent in the House of Commons. The Puritan 
element then prevailed much more strongly in the House of 
Lords. The latter assembly agreed to the piitwiug of tho Bill, 
unquestionably, bat not without indications of strong repug- 
nance to its bitter and intulcrant spirit. A curious record of 
this occurs iu a letter of Mr. Flower (Bishop Cosiu's chaplain) 
to Mr. Stapylton, dated April 14, 1670: — "I heard the yreat

Jjetter Book, 
1666 — 1672.) The passing of this Act evidently gave a 'fresh 
impetus to the persecution of Dissenters. In London, as Cosin 
tells his correspondent, "they are ferretted out of every hole 
by the train-bauds of the City, and the troops employed for 
that purpose by the King and his officers." (P. 2V6.) Groat 
results were evidently expected from tho severity of these 
measnres, the Bishop expressing his conviction that "their 
meetings would ere long dwindle to nothing." But tho very 
intolerance of these various enactments against the Noncon- 
formists defeated tho purpose which their framers had in view. 
In Cosiu's own diocese wo find him complaining, not very long 
after the passing of the Act, that he had news from ono 
parish — no solitary instance, probably — that it contained "uuiny 
obstinate men and women tluit will not yet let downe their 
conventicles." (Ibid .) 

In the latter part of this year (1670) an attempt was mado 
to effect a union between England and Scotland. Bishop Cosin 
was named as one of the Commissioners, Tlmy htld several 
meetings, but the negociatious proved fruitless. The demands 
of the Scotch Commissioners seem indeed to have boon utterly 
unreasonable. M'. Flower (the Bishop's chaplain) writes to 
M', Stapylton on Nov. 1, 1670, and tells him that they had 
made "sl proposjUl that ail their Parliament might sit witli 
ours." (Mickleton MSS. Letter Book, 1066—1672. f. 96.) 

Many references will be found to tho Bishop's domestic con- 
cerns. He was not altogether fortunate as regju'ded his family. 
The conversion of his only son to the faith of the Church of 
Rome affected him deeply. At first he appears to have cast 
him off altogether*, but secma to have relented in the end, and 
to have made him a small but regular allowance. In his will ho 
laments over him as his "lostsomie," who had " twice fursiiken 
his Mother the Church of England, and tho Protestant, being 
the true Catholicko religion there professed, to bis great griefe, 
and trouble." (P. 298.)

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indiacretiou, can scarcely be withheld from one of his daiightem, 
and the marriage of the yonngest of them to Archdeacon Gran- 
ville, afterwards Deau of Durham, was a source of great disquiet 
to him in many ways, Granville was at that period of his lift? 
a thoughtlesa, extravagant man, and his conduct to his wife 
was evidently characterized, oftentimes, by much inconaidura- 
tion. Complaints as to his extravagance, his repeated absence 
from his preferments, and the restraint he imposed upon his 
wife's intercourse with her own family, are frequently expreesed 
by the Bishop in these letters in terms of quaint asperity which 
often provoke a smile. The mairiage of his eldest daughter to 
Sir Gilbert Gerard was probably the only alliance which he 
could regard with much satisfaction. Sir Gilbert seems to have 
been much in his confidence, and Lady Gerard evidently had 
considerable inflneuce with her father, to whom she waa pro- 
bably not very dissimilar in temper and disposition. Sir 
Gilbert and Lady Gerard seem to have lived much with the 
Bishop. 

Few letters occur in which some reference is not made by 
Cosin to the Public Library wliich he built at Durham, still 
known by his name, or to the procuring of books for it. He 
employs his chaplain, Mr. Davenport, to look out for books or 
MSS. suitjible to be placed on its shelves, and he is willing to 
forego small fines on condition of a book being given to it, and 
frequently suggests that a hint may be given to this person or 
the other, who wlto under some obligation to him, that it 
would be acceptable if their sense of it were shown in a similar 
wanner. Tlie little detiiils into which he enters with regard to 
the building and its contents, particularizing even the manner 
in which the bookbinder is to exercise his craft, all indicate the 
real lover of books. His care for their well-being is great. 
In one of his letters he puts his Librarian in mind that " it now 
beginnes to be winter time, and that the bookes if they bee not 
all rub'd over before a fire once a fortnight or month at least, 
they will contract moulding, find bo in danger to bo spoiled." 
(P. 257.) His son-in-law, Mr. Thomas Blakiston, was em- 
ployed by him to make a catalogue of the Library, and he fre- 
quently inquires of Mr. Stapylton, with much anxiety, as to the 
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progress mado by " Mr. T. B." towards its completion. The 
onRWers he received mnst have been etuiDcntly unsatisfactory, 
Mr. Bkkiaton was obviously a carelosa, indolent man, and under 
his baud the catalogue is said never to have odvonoed beyond 
the letter D. 

The Bishop gave some books from his private collection to 
the library of the Dean and Chapter. (P. 243.) AmongsJ; 
them is a copy of Symmachi E^mtohv (cd : Phil, Pareus, 
Frankfort, 1642), in choice binding, which had belonged to his 
Bou. It contains the following inscription, beautifully written, 
in Cosin's earlier hand; — Utiko nuo J. 0. F[//w]. d, d. J. C, 

The last Visitation of hia Diocese held by Cosin in person 
was in the year 1668*. He also held a Visitation of the 
Cathedral in the same yearf. (P. 196.) Ho was then suffering 
"under the pressure of severe illness, and was obliged, during 
the whole journey, to leave his coach, and bo carried through 
every paved town in a sedan chair." (SurtecH* Hist. Durh. i. 
port. Ij p. cxiii.) Before the time arrived for holding another, 
his strength was utterly unequal to the task. To the ordinary 
infu-mities of age, were superadded maladies of a very painful 
and distressing character, of which frequent mention is made 
in his letters. lu the mouth of April, 1671, being then in 
Ijondon, he was reluctantly obliged to forego his intention of 
coming down to the north, and makes arrangements for the 
issuing of a Commission empowering " Mr. Chancellor Burwell, 
Dr. Robert Grey, Mr. Richard Wrench, and Mr. George

The instructions he (^vea aa to tho visitation of the latter 
aro ininuto and cuHona. Umbrage might be taken, it was 
npprohimdLMl, by tho Dean and Chapter, if Mr. Chancellor 
<^cupiod tho Bishop's " stone thronof above them all." Ho 
therefore directs that "a little short forme be set under the 
throne step for him to sit on, betweeno the two formes whereon 
the Doane and Prebends sit on cither side." As the name of 
each mcnibor of the Chapter is callcdj ho ia to bo moved " to &it 
covered." Tho formal business of Articles and Answers is then 
to bo proceeded with, after which Mr. Chancellor is " to end 
this Visitation, and to goe to dinner with them." (P. 279.) 

The Articles of Inquiry addressed to the Chapter upon this 
occasion will be found in this volume. (P. 288.) The Third 
Article, and the Answer to it, show tho existonco of a strange 
state of things as regarded the Cathedral Churchyard, which is 
reported as not being " wholly freed from beasts, as horses or 
Icine, the ofYupierjt pretending their haac** (P. 290.) 

Some iucident^d notices occnr as to Church matters in the 
course of this correspondence, but they aro few in number. 
Tho cord of discipline in tho Kcclcpiastical Courts seems to have 
been drawn very tight. '* Madam Salvin " writes to tho 
Bishop on some question which had arisen as to seats in 
Church, and appears to have complained of the treatment to 
which a tenant of her son's had been subjected in the Bishop's 
Consistory. Her compiaint was assuredly not without grounds, 
if, as it would seem, tho unlucky individual hud been excom-

dently thinks that too hard moasurt^ had been d(^^lt to the 
m&n, and his e^xcommunication was ordered to bo taken off. 
(P. 272.) 

A question about seata in Church is again, brought before 
him. Sedgeficld Church hiid apparently been re-seated, and 
no provision made for a seat for Mrs. Granville, the wife of 
tho rector, and daughter to Bishop Cosin, who cannot under- 
stand how this should be, and presumes that Mrs. Naylor, the 
wife of Grauvillo*8 predecessor, " had a convenient seat there 
before, unless Dr. Naylor had appointed her to ait in tho 
Chanc^i'l, which I alwaics mlitliked," (P. 273.) It is obvious 
that Cosin was opposed to chancels being occupied by any 
except the clergy, aud, of course, the choir. 

Another thing is worth noting as brought out in this cor- 
respondence, viz., the sale of offices in the Biahop'a patronage, 
an abuse which was evidently practised with perfect openness, 
and with no pretence of couoculuout. So completely was it a 
customary thing, that the Bishop himself refers to it: "Frank- 
land l^ateut may be given tt> Jack Daviaou, or els sold away to 
his best use and benefit " (p. 277) ; and "part of the moufy 
which perhaps may be gotten for the Hall-mote office" is to bo 
bestowed upon the boy's sister. (P. 278.) 

The extracts given in the Appendix from the Bishop's House- 
hold-book will be found to possess much interest. They afford 
here and there some trifling indications of tho Bishop's personal 
habits, and his practice in connexion with the services of the 
Church, they illustrnte the domestic life of the period, and 
they contribute information as to prices of provisions and 
other things, wages, &c., which is never unwelcome to those 
who take an interest in statistical details. 

We find that the services at the Bishop's Chapel were choral. 
Mention is made of " lO" services prickt for Auckland Chapel" 
by the Organist of Durham Cathedral, imd of a payment to 
him and ono of the singing-men for a journey to tune the organ 
at Auckland. There were two singing-boys attached to the 
Chapel, who seem to have been clothed and maintiinod at the 
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Bishop's expense*. A record is kept of the sums ofTerod by 
the Bishop at tlie cclebnition of Holy Coramuuion. On Easter 
dny and Whitauudjiy 10*. was the sum, and k>». at other times. 
His otfering on the fiiat days appointed by royal authority, 
when collections were made for the sufferers by the plague, 
VBned in amount from £1 to 5», At the consecration of Txnrd 
Clarendon's Chapel he gave £1. Fai^t days wei-e duly observed, 
the particulars of my Lord's dinner being somewhat minutely 
recorded on one such occasion f- 

We gather from these accounts that the Bishop indulged 
to a considei-iiblo extent in the use of tobacco. Pipes were 
Bometimes bonght by the gross, indicating no Hmall con- 
sumption. In many respects the mode of life seems to have 
been of a simple and homely character. Tasks were imposed 
apon some of the members of the household, which, though not 
uncommon in humbler dwellings half a century ago, have 
now altogether ceased to bo exacted. For example, hut was 
bonght " to be spun by Mary Wright," who was one of the 
housemaids, llie female domestics therefore plied the spinning 
wheel at their leisure moments, and prepared material to be woven 
into sheets and table-linen by the skilful hands of some local 
weaver. Mrs. Wren, the housekeeper, is not above mending 
the liveries, with the assistance of a tailor called in for the 
day ; the latter being a custom not yet altogether obsolete in 
country districts.

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There are records of homely kindnesses also. Ou one 
ocoasiou my Lord must havo gladdened the hearts of Lady 
Gerard's children by the present of £1, "for faireings." 
Little tokens of goodwill are sent to my Lord by his neighbours 
and others. Dx*. Naylor, the rector of Sedgefield, sends him a 
cheese ; Mr. Swinburn a basket of fruit ; Sir Thomas Davison 
a cutting of asparagus. Sir Nicholas Cole's maiden arrives 
from Brancepeth, with a present of curds and cream. Straw- 
berries^ peas, and vonison, come from the park-keeper at 
Baby. Mr. Frcvill offers a great pike for acceptance; Mr, 
Pexall Forster, six partridges; and my Lady Burton (the 
Bishop's daughter), a quarter of kid, In all cases the bearer 
of the present is dismissed with a suitable gratuity. 

In the spring of 1070 the state of the Bishop's health evidently 
gave great and increased disquietude to those about him, and 
it appears that he must have been told of some anxiety being 
expressed lest he should not survive the Great Chapter-day 
(20th July) : anxiety connected probably with the presentation 
on that day of some of his patents, Ac, to receive confirmation 
by the Dean and Chapter. His own mind had doubtless long 
been prepared fur his appruachiug end: — " trunscai*' ho says, 
" and let no more bo said of it but tliat wee are all in the hands 
of Almighty God, to live as long and as short a time aa hee 
pleaseth." 

Time for him was drawing on to a close, though he lived for 
some mouths after the date of the letter which contains these 
words. His end came ou the loth January, 1071-2. 

His friend and executor, Dr. Daj^eU, gives the following 
account of his Inst moments : — 

'* My Lord For very nigh a twelvemonth was soldome 2 months 
together free from violent fitts of the iitrangury, and very seldomo 
stirring abroad but tbat upon the least cold he tooko, or motion in 
the coach, ho fell into a ruUpso, which would keepe him in his cham- 
ber for a gooJ tiiiiu ailer. Yet uotwitlistanding so BOone as he found 
any ease of hi» paine, ho wouM be venturing abroad againe to go [to] 
Cliappcll or Church, though the weather had beene never bo ill, and 
when lie hath, at such a time, beonc advised hy his friends and pliysi* 
i^ous not to stirro out for fearo of hazarding tlio rctome of his painc, 
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he hath oflen answerctl that when his body was nnfitt k) terre and 
honour Goil, 'twas fitt to go to the dust from whence it came, and 
hath severall times made expressions to that purpose, often saying, 
Uow willing ho wan to dyo, and to that end had putt his house in 
order, having made his will and settled tliat estate which he said he 
hod left after the dishursement lie had made for the service of God 
and the repayres of the Jlishopp's houses: in which st-ttlement he 
fo(7^ott not &uy place wherever he had lived, or had profonnents in 
the Church, to rcmcmW the prisons and poore of the townea, secm- 
iug allwayes most concerned and carufuU for those that could not care 
for themselves, and the last expression of all his will, though he had 
forgott no place before, was to give IOC. to the poore of Durham, to 
bo disposed by two of his daughters. 

" And in the last two months of his sicknes, being hardly a day 
free from paine, and growing thereby very short breathed, he had no 
stomach at all to eat, nor did he sieepe at all but by slumbers above 
two houres in a whole night, atJ which time in the nigbt, as those 
who watched with him do rehearse, he would have theok read to him 
some divine meditations, with great earnestnesse of praying to him- 
self that God Almighty would give him case, and that he would 
either iuable him to live to do him service, or tliat it would please 
God he might dye without paine ; which prayer certaincly was heard, 
and he bad his desire, for the day that hu dyed the pbysitians having 
given him severall medicines, for help of the anguish and juune of the 
stone, saying to his lordshipp that they feared not at all but that he 
might have strength to recover out of that fitt, as woll as ho had 
done out of many more, yet notwithstanding he would often say to 
them that he knew he should have no rest till he was with God and 
his bod}' in the earth, and desired to have 2 I>ivinea who were the 
King's Ohaplaines then attending at "Wnutvliall to be sent for to him, 
and when they came desired them to pray with him, and that he 
might receive the Sacrament, which when he came to receive, being 
very ill upon his bcdd, and not being able to kneele, lie was lifted into 
a chain.', and having a violent paiue in his head, for the case of which 
it was fast bound, ho would needs have it all undone, and sitt bare- 
headed, often saywg, 'liord, I bow the knees of my heart,* and to 
tliose who stood by to asaist and help to beare him up, be made them 
all leave holding of liim to kueetc downe, often saying, * Lord Jesud, 
con\c quickly :* anu tK'ing tlius ill the Divines asked him whether ho 
would have the broad only dipped in wine, and so take it, he 
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aoswcrct], ' No, ho wonld take it in both kiods,' and, within balfe an 
hourc ofler, he desired to ly upon the bed, that they would go to 
prayers. The Divines that were with him desired his blessing, and 
he prayed God to blesse them and bless his Church in purity. He 
garo also at the same time his blessing to his children and grand- 
children which were about him, bidding them to serve God, and 
immediately asked whether it was not foure a clock, and whether the 
chimes had not chimed to Church, for he fancyed all day that the day 
was Sunday, and that it was Church time, and seemed troubled that 
ho should hinder so many from publick serving God : and these were 
the only exi>ressionB that fell from him, that he seem'd to mistake the 
day for Sunday, and that was [the] only thing could incline those 
about him at all to imagine he mistook what he said, having his 
reason, memory and scnce to the last minute. And so, within half 
an hower after he had taken the Sacrament, dyed as if he had been 
going to sleepe, witliout the least signc of painc or trouble, ofteti lift- 
ing up his hands, and the last word he sayd was, * LoBD.' " — Hunter 
MSS. is. 294. 

A Certificate from the College of Arms gives tlio following 
ivccoimt of the solemnitios at his funeral : — 

" The Right Reverend Father in God John Lord Bishop of Dur- 
ham, departing this life at his lodging in the street called Pell Mell 
within the suburbs of Westminster, upon the filWnth day of January, 
anno 1671, being then lxxvii yeares of age, hod, in order to his 
faneral at Aukland in the Bishnpprick of Durham (as by his last will 
and testament was appointed), his corps wrapt in cere-cloth and 
coffinM with lead; and upon Friday, lO* Aprill next ensuing thence 
conveyed in an hers© drawn by six horses, witii baimor-mlU on each 
side, borne by gentlemen of quality, through the Strand and Chan- 
cery-lane to the end of Gray's Inn-lane: a solemue prf>ceeding mode 
by seventy-seven pooro men in mourning gowns, led by two con- 
ductors with black staves ; and after them hia Servants, with divcni 
Gentlemen, &c. Then his Chaplains. Next the great banner, bom 
by Miles StApylton, Ksq. After him Rougedragon, I'ursuivant at 
Armes. Then York Herald, bearing the crosyer, and Norroy King 
of Armes, the miter ; the chief Mourner and his assistants uU in their 
gowns and hoods following in coaches. Whence it was conveyed 
the same night to Welling in Hertfordshire, and bo by several stations 
to North Allertou in Yorkshire, and upon Saturday xxvii**. Apr: to 
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Durlianii the greatest part of the Gentry, with many of the Clergy, 
or tliat County Palatine, mocting it at the nver of Tcae, and atleiiU- 
ing thereon to that city, into which a solemntj proceeding on horse- 
hack was made from Farwcll Hull (a mile distant), the Mayor and 
Aldermen standing within the West-gate in their Hveries, and follow- 
ing it to tlie Ca«tle ; whence, after a short stiiy, a new proceeding 
heing form*d on feet, it was horn to the Cathedrall a little before 
evening prayer time in this manner : — 

** First, two conductors with black-gowns and staves. Then the 
poore of ttiuse his two Hospitalls of Durham and Aukland by him 
founded. Next, servaunts to gentlemen. Then his owno servants. 
After them Gentlemen, Ksquires, and Knights (all in mourning), with 
many clerg^'men of tlmt Dioces in their ennonioall habits. Nest to 
them five of his Chaplains. Then Sir Gilbert GerrarJ, Bart., Shireeve 
of the same County Palatine. Next to him the Bishopp of liristoll. 
Then the great banner, crosycr, and myter (carryed as before is ex- 
pressed), and the corps by eiglit men in gowns under a large pall of 
velvett supported by four Prebends of that Cathedrall. On each aido 
thereof the banner-rolls were likewise bom, as al>oTe8aid. After 
which followed the chiefe-Mourner and his assistants in close mourn- 
ing, and after them tlie lUayor and Aldi'rmen of Durham with a mul- 
titude of chiefe Gentry thereabouts, the whole Quire in their snrpliLvs 
falling in nert to the Chaplains at the entrance of the Church-yard. 
And thus coming to the upper end of the middle isle of that Cathe- 
drall, the pooro people, conductors, and servants dividing themselves, 
the rest entered the Quire, and placed the corps in the midst thereof, 
where it continued till Munday ensuing, and then was carryed to 
Bishopp Aukland (about seven miles distant) in the like manner na 
into Durham, at which place the poore of the Hospitalls before 
mentioned attending, were added to the proceeding made again on 
foot from the Afarket Crosse there to that sumptuous Chapell adjoyn- 
ing to the Castle by him totally built, whore, after Evening Service 
regularly compleated, and a Sermon prcach'd by the learned Dr. Baxier, 
one of the Prebends of Durham, it was solemnly interr'd in a fairo 
vault prepared under a large stone of black marble, the Bishopp of 
Bristol! performing the office of burial] *."

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A few words may fittingly be added hero respecting tlio 
cbarsctor of Bishop Cosiu, to which the Liotters and Papers 
contained in thiH and the foregoing volume contribute some 
illustnition. Of lus learning little need be said. It was con- 
fessedly great, and was admitted to be so even by his adver- 
saries. Neal says of him that "he was a learned man, of an 
opon, frank, and generous temper, and well vcra'd in the 
Canons^ Councils, and Fathers." (Hist. Pui*itans, iii. p. 1J8.) 
Baxter bears a like testimony, saying that he was " excellently 
versed in Canons, Councils, and Fathers, which he appeared to 
remember very readily when there waa occasion for citations," 
{Calamy's'' Abridgment/' i. p. 172.) His religious feelings, we 
need scarcely hesitate to assert, wore deep and genuine. The 
circumstantial dettiU of his dying moments, preserved for us byhis 
friend Dr. Durell, presents an affecting picture of great devo- 
tion and perfect resignation to God's will. And his end was 
in keeping with all that we learn concerniug him during the 
course of a long life. He was clearly a man of the highest 
principle, and the most unbending rectitude. His own con- 
victions of the truth of the position occupied by the Church of 
Knglaud were obviously such as luid been formed after a 
thorough examination of her doctrine an^ discipline, and were 
not to be shaken by the arguments of those who deemed the 
one little better than Popish, and the other unscriptural in 
theory and lax in practice. Ho was eqnally nnassailablo on 
the other side. Overtures wore mwle to him during his exile 
on the part of the Church of Rome, but he remained lirm, 
" Assailed by argument and by sophistry, with poverty on the 
one hand, and offers of splendid preferment on the other, 
an exile in a foreign land, he defended his own pnnciples*.

" One BJgnal instance of hia constancy and coarage for tho 
Liturgy of the Church of England may not bo omitted j that 
is, anno 1G15, be did, with the consent of the miniaUnT* of tlie 
Keformed Church of Charcnton, near Paris, eolemnly, in his 
priestly habit, with his snrptice, and with the oifice of banal 
used in tho Chnrch of England, intorr there tho body of Sir 
William Camaby, a noble and loyal knight; not without tho 
troubloeome contradiction and contention of tho Romish 
Curate there." (Basirc'a " Funeral Sermon," p. 57.) Cosin 
had yet to undergo worse crosses than the opposition of this 
peevish Curate, for, notwithstanding the decided proofs which 
ho had given of his attachment to tho Church of England, ho 
was censured for living on t-erma of amity and literary inter- 
course with AmyralduSj Dall5, Gachd, and other Pastors of tho 
Hefonned French or Hnguenot Church, and sometimes being 
present at their Sermons : " Nee obstabat iate in ritibus for- 
m^quQ rcgiminis Ecclesiastici ante sesquisecnlum introducti 
dissensuSj qnomintis illos, in prttcipuia Catholicse Religionia 
capitibus et articuUs unanimes ct Concordes, frateruo atfeotu 
complect«rotur, qui reciprocante affectu erant ad omnia ofiicia 
paratis^imi. ^(Smith's ViUt Coslni, p. 19.) 

It is needless to say that, as regards the ceremonial of tho 
Chm-ch of England, Cosin was in hia earlier life one of tho 
most active and determined of that body of Churchmen who, 
mth Laud at their head, endeavoured to restore to it as much 
of splendour in its adjuncts as was consistent with tho simpler 
ritual of the Reformed Service-book. And when ho was 
raised to the Episcopate there is sufficient evidence to show 
how great was his anxiety to raise tho tone of tho Clergy of

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his Diocese with regard to the services * and ceremonial of tho 
Cliurcli^ tbuugU it might not be characU^iizcd by the same 
fervour and impetuosity os when in bygone years he provoked 
the unrelenting ant-agouism of hia brother [ii-ebendary/ Peter 
Smart. But there is no reason to think, though ago may in 
some degree have tempered his zeiil for their outward expres- 
BJon, that his views as regarded doctrine, — Eacharistic especi- 
ally, — ha<l undergone any change. 

On one point alone he is not in harmony with what 
is commonly understood by the term of High-Church 
views, — namely, with respect to tho validity of Presbyterian 
Orders. The triendliuess which characterized his intercourse 
with the Pastors of tho Keformcd Church in Franco has 
already been adverted to. It is probable that Coain's recog- 
nition of their Orders was duo, in some degree at least, to the 
opinion and practice of his "Master Overall," expressed imd 
acted upon many years before f. AVhun Dr. De Laune, who

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tnuislat^d tlic English Liturgy into French, presented himself 
before that prelate for institution into a li^•ing to which ho had 
boon presented, and admitted that be had no Orders except 
from fhe Presbytery at Leyden, the Bishop not only offered 
him couditionid ordination, in cose it should appear on taking 
a legal opinion that he was incapable under the laws of 
Kuglaud of holding a benefice without having hud Episcopid 
ordination, but even went so far as to say that, as far as he was 
personally concerned, he would not object to recognize his 
Orders, admit liis presentation, and give him institution. 
Some diificulty arose, apparently about the right of the patron 
to present, but " afterwards Dr. De lAune was admitted into 
another benefice without any new ordination." A letter con- 
taining a full account of this is said to have been writtou by 
Cosin, when Secretary to Bishop Overall. Cf. Birch's " liife of 
Tillotson :" Works &c. vol. i. pp. 1, li, lii.

Wljen Cosin himself became a Bishop he acted in ac^orduDCO 
with Overall's views, at all events as regards the offer of condi- 
tional ordination. Wc Icnarn this from the following account 
of his conference with Hichard Fi*aukl:iud, M.A., of Bishop Auck- 
land, of whom he evidently ent(.Ttaiued a very high opinion * : — 
" Bishop Cosin soUcited him to couforni, promising him not only 
his Living, but greater prcfL-mieut ujwn hie compliance. Mr. Fnuik- 
land told liim that his uuwilliiigness to renounce his ordination by 
Prtsbytors niadc him incapiihle of enjoying the benefit of his favour. 
This engag'd him in a debate with the Bishop that was mrtuag'd with 
great calmness, and this was the result of it: His Lordship condc- 
i«ccnded to ask iim whether ho would be content to receive a new 
ordination, so privately that the peopla might not know of it, and 
have it conditionally, with such woitIs as these, * If thou hast not been 
orflainedy I ordain thee, ^c' He thanked liim, btit told liim ho durst 
not yield to the projjosal, ntthe same time assuring his Lordship, that 
it was not olwiinacy but conscience which Iiindrt'd his compliance."

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The Bishop's severity aftt^rwarda in nr^ng forward the 
execution of the oppressive ena(rtments which were subsequeriily 
passed aguiust the uon-conformists may seem to be inconsistent 
with the tenderness thus evinced towards some of the more 
eminent amongst them at this early period of his Episcopate', 
but as Surtcea suggests, it was directed " rather, porJiaps, 
against thuir political than religious tenets." At the same 
time it is obvious in various ways, that a wide distinction was 
madf^ by Gosin, and others who thought with him, b(»tween the 
case of the Reformed Churches abroad and Presbyterian and 
other sects at homo*. An indulgence was accorded to the one 
which was quite denied to the other. Presbytery a^ a rule of 
the Reformed foreign Churches, was regarded as having been 
adopted by them, " not by choice, nor by a rebellious opposi- 
tion to Kpiscopacy ; whereof there were never any Cliristiana 
guilty, that 1 know, besides our Scotch and English Presby- 
terians. True it is that pincc where the Presb^'teriun discipline 
was estiiblished, many able men, that lived UTider it, have 
brought what they could in behalf thereof, But their reasons 
wore but arrjninfnta ex j)o^t JfictOf reasons showing, as 
they conceived, the lawfulness and conveniency of what 
was done amongst them ; not arguments produced to demon- 
strate that there was any necessity of so doing in other 
Churches and countries."

His manificenoe was great. It was shown, especially, in those 
works of restoration which were so imperatively called for after 
the havoc cominittod during the period of the great rebellion. 
The castles of Durham and Auckland, in particular, still shew 
the impress of his hand, and bear witness to the energy and 
liberality with which he sought to bring them back to some- 
thing like their former state*. 

His charities were dispensed with no unwilling or gnidging 
hand. Careful as he was tliat the smallest sum which was 
hia rightful due as Bishop of Durham should bo rigidly 
exacted, he was never niggiirdly when the cry of poverty and 
distress reached his ear. Almsgiving was systematically prac- 
tised. The poor on the roadside as he journeyed were con- 
stantly relieved, and the prisoners in the gaol were never 
tmremembered. Certain indigent persons of the town of 
Auckland soom to have received regular monthly payments. 
It is interesting iilso to find that an allowance was made by 
him to the grand-danghtcr of the illustrious Hooker, and that 
a pension was rcgohirly paid by his direction to a Greek Arch- 
bishop, who was pi-obably prevented by poverty, and possibly 
by age and infirmity also, from making his way back to his 
native land. T\\e sufFcrera by the prevalence of plague, both 
in his own Diocese and elsewhero, were relieved with open 
liund, and ho was no churlish giver when the Great Fire of 
Ijoudou destroyed the Chief Chui-ch of the Metropolis, and 
deprived a vast multitude of the shelter of their homesf,

" A little vein of harshness and asperity pervades Cosin's 
private correspondence, and frequently mingles itself in a 
iDanncr sufficiently strange and quaint, amongst sentiments of 
a very generous and elevated nature," (Surtees i. 'part 1, 
p. cxii.) His asperity was evidently trying enough at times to 
hia correspondents, especially to his secretary, Mr. Stapylton, 
and his t-empcr was, no doubt, naturally a sharp one. But 
there can be little difficulty in accounting for its exacerbation 
in hia latter years, " without much doi-ogation from the genuine 
excellence of his character." Ho had many domestic troubles, 
and he was additionally ti'icd by " the heavy burthen of painful 
snd habitual disease." (Ibid.) 

As regards personal appearance. Bishop Cosin is described, 
says Surtees, '• as tall and unbending under the weight of 
years, of an open manly demeanour, with even some mixture 

have been at any particular period directed. AU the nctivitj sbowu in tlic gooJ 
works of Ccwin'a il-iy seems to liavo bt'en exhibited in tlio rtlicf of poverty ami dis- 
tnsa at boino, the rcdctnptiou of Chrislinn cnpttvca abrnnd, and the reparation of 
tboM matorial fabrics belong^ing to the Church which civil war and Puritanic vio- 
leocfl had dewUt«d or mined. We sec not a trace as yet of any miwonary spirit 
in the Cbnrcht nnr in there any indiiiition of tltmo rarious orgaaizatinns for pro* 
moling the flplritnal welfare of maokiud which so eminently distinguish our own 
time, alike in the Church nnd oataiile her pale. Some pcrsoni, however, arc alwaya 
found in ndvnnco of thdr timca. A enriooB letter will ht* found ii> the ApjtendU 
(p. 3S1), which perhaps oontains the earltect mggestion — noco the Information — 
for devout persons living in community, with a view to the more efficient prosocntion 
cif MVM good object. No results, however, then fuIlowL-d. The Icttex was not ad- 
dmMd to Bishop CoMn, hut the Editor ooasidcred that it might ncTorthdon be 
■dmianble as illustrative of his time.

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of country plainness and occasional asperity of manner, of a 
commandiuff presence, and a countenance in wliicli frankness 
and dignity were mingled, yet somewhat verging, if wo may 
trust his portmits, towards severity. * This I am sure of, he 
was no dwarf, neither in stature, dignity, nor bounty*.'" 
(Hiist. Durh. i. part 1, p. cxiii.) 

A characteristic likeness of Bishop Cosin is preserved at 
Auckland Castle. It was probably taken when ho was Vice- 
Chancellor of Cambridge. An ill-favoured full-length portrait 
taken in his latter years, the work of some unskilful limner, 
hangd in the libniry which he founded on the Palace Green at 
Dm-lmra. 

It remains only for the Editor to repeat his ficknowlcdgments 
to the Archdeacons of Durham and Xorthuniberland, and to 
the Dean and Chapter of Durham, for the uulimitcd access 
again acconled him to the MSS. contnincd in the li})rariea of 
which they arc the guardians, and which havo famished by far 
the greatest portion of the book now placed in the hands of 
the members of the SaitTEES Soci£TT.

But wet^, who by the grace 

of God arc numbered among the Keformeil 

Churches, wherof this Churt'h of Kngland 

is both fordoctrinc and disoipliuc the most 

eminent iind the most pure, the moat agre- 

able to Scripture and Anti<^jnity of all othere,

And yet wee hold it to be a sacred and 
a solemne action of religion, which being 
aeconipanied ivitli fervent prayer will be a 
special! mnani's to convey the graces of 
Gixl'p Holy Spirit upon those persons that 
liave duly j>repared themselves to receive it, 
that thereby tlicy may be established in 
their faith, and the better fitted in every 
good word and work, as all true Christians 
ought to be.

2. Doth the Treasurer of this Church (luly pay the Stii)ends 
that are due unto the Petty-canons, Clerks, and all other mem- 
bers or servants of the Church, as the Statutes appoint him to do? 
Is he carefull to see that the Church and all houses thereunto 
belonging be well and suflieiently repayred ? And doth he provide 
all things necdfull for the furniture and ornaments of the Church ? 
le he further oarefull to ItMik that all the vestments, plate, and 
other utensills helonj^in;^ to the Church be dilifjently preserved, 
and well kept in the Vestrj' by the SaoriBt, examining the In- 
ventory thereof every ijuarter of the Year, that nothing may be 
lost, or any way s]>oyled throujfh negli^^nce ? 

Thirdlif : Concerning the Minor Cttnons, Clerics, Ministers^ aitti 
other officers of the Quire. 

3. Is the Service of Gf>d in the Cluire dayly attended by the 
twelve Petty-Canons being in Holy Orders (together with the 
Epistoler and OosjK'ller among tliem) and by the t<*n Clerks, or 
Singing-men ? Are they uU of good fame and honest conversation, 
professing the true f:iith and religion of Christ, as it is received 
in the Church and Kingdome of Kngland? Are thev all able 
and fitt for their places ? Do they read tl»c Lessons and sing the 
SerWces of the Quire clearly, distinctly and skilfullv ? Do they 
behave themselves devoutly and reverently in the performance 
of all Divine oHices? Are they obedient to the Dean^ Preljendaries, 
and the directions of their Precentor? And are tliey duly chosen, 
admitted, and sworn to observe the Statutes of thiR Church, so 
farr as they are concerned in them V 

•I. Doth the Precentor carefully order and apjKiint the Hymns 
and Services of the Quire to be dayly sung there ? Doth he take 
earo that the books belonging to the Quire be well and fairly 
bonml, and so from time to time preserved? Doth he every day 
foithfnlly note the absents, as well of tlie Dean and Prebendaries, 
as of all other members and ministers of this Church that are 
bound to attend and aissist in the Service of the Quire? Doth he 
every fortnight present the said note of Absences to the Dean and 
Chapter ? And is he duly chosen, admitted, and sworn to perform 
his office ? 

5. Is the Sacrist likewise duly chosen and sworn to do liis 
duty? Hath he received the furniture, ornameuts and utensills 
of the Church by Inventory or indenture from the Dean and 
^Vcasurer? Doth ho provide a suflicient quantity of the iinest 
bread and best sort of wine for the Sacrament of "the Eucharist, 
whensoever it is to be administered in the Church ? And doth 
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he duly pince and order all tbinp^s about the Ctiramuniou-table, 
or Altar, for the more decent celubralion thereof? Doth Le like- 
wise provide a sullicieiit store of wax-li<»'hts to be uslmI in the 
winter at Evening and Moriitny; jjrayers in the Cluirch, when it 
is dark ? Doth he (or 84)mo other appoints! by the Dean and 
Chapter) dilifjcntly look to the Conimcai Library of the Chureh, 
and see that the hooks be well bound and preserved there? And 
is there a Catalogue, or Ri^gister, of those b<)oks fairly and dis- 
tinctly written in a large book, and remaining in tho Libriiry, 
for the use of those who shall rcpayr tbither to read them ? And 
is no book lent out to any man without a subscription or i>leclg 
to restore the same in a due time preiixed by the Dean ? Do yuu 
know of any books that have l)een in the ]al« wieked and dis- 
tempered times imbozellcd and taken away, cither by violence or 
fraud, and in wliose hands they now are ? 

6. Are the 2 virgera and the 2 bel-rini^^crs Bubscrvient to the 
Sacrist, and do they in all respeots otherwise attend and perform 
their duties according" to the Statutes of the Chui-ch whereunto 
they are swome ?

Aut. 13. Tlicpe is an old Catalogue in the Libran-- and (many 
Imoks being bought by us of late) a better is intcmlixl and begun 
to lie made. As for the bookes imbezelled wee have and do 
enquire after them, and have recovered some. 

] 5. Tlie Clouk kec|>er hath not kept time so truly as he should, 
but now doth it butter. To prevent carrying of burthens and 
idle walkcra in the Church, wee have added an assistant with a 
pnotl salary, and still, because of abuses, are providing meanca of 
further prevention. 

Concffrninff D'lrine Offices in the Church. 

To the 20'*' wee findo nothing presentable, as to this part of it. 
Wee, who endeiivour to be daily frequent (and the more, for good 
example, since these bad times), at all divine ofllces in publiek, 
cannot but wish them well .and distinctly performed, leaving ns 
convenient intcrvalls for our studys and meditations. In these 
things wee have not so much looked upon the practice of our 
predecessors (which might bo varimis and not imitable) as t-o 
our rule, and your Lordship's cx])Ianation of it. And for the 
better elTecting of what is fit, the Deane also takes these things

Royall aud other Cathedrall Churches. Surplicce are used hy uU, 
hoods hy the Petty-oanons tliat are Grndiiatts (though the 
Curioii dispense with them), and tippets also, with huodt:, bv the 
Drane and Prebendarys. Some, who are not Gradualea in 
Div*i!iit3-, seeme to wearc hoods helonping to such Graduates, as 
wee conceive, but leave it to your Lordship's determination. 

Concerning the Faifrick and Repaires of the CAurcA. 

To the 21'*" concerning the repairefi and fabrick of the Church, 
as it luith Ijtwn our resolution and care, ever siuce our restaura- 
tiun, to rcpuire all the ruinen which the wickedness of tho lat« 
times had made in our Church and houses, and to restore all the 
(jriianients which have been lost or spoileil, so it is visible that 
wee have not spared any eost or paines to eifect what wee first 
intended, with as much speed as wee could. At the first, wee 
employed as many workmen as wee could well sett on work, 
payinj," them by the day, aud sett a maister-wockuian to oversee 
thcui, to whom we yavc a stipend of 40". per annum. But lindin^ 
our worke went not on so fast as wee desired and expected, wee 
treated with some maister-workmcu, and a^rtHxl with them to 
undertake such workes as wee had for them, uccurdiug to such 
patternes as wee gave them, in such time as wee limited them, 
and for such summes of money as we promised them, who there- 
upon scut for workmen from Newcastle and other places to assist 
them, !iy wliich meanes they have done more in four yeares than 
would have been done in scaven, if wee had grtne on as wee 
began at first. And much more would have been done, if wee 
bad not found it necessary to take of many of our workmen at 
severall times, aud send them to repairc many of the chauncels 
of churches belonging to us, which in these lute disorderly times 
were much decayeti, and some of them so ruined, that it was 
necessary to build them new. Wee have done many of those 
things mentioned in these Articles, and many more which are not 
mentioned, and, in effect, wee have done as much as wee could 
in this time, keeping many workmen continually at worke, who 
are still imployed by us daily to finish what remaines to be done. 
Aud to the end there may be no obstruction herein, wee have 
provided aforehaud materialls of wood, stone, and lead, and have 
always been carei'uU to reserve money to pay them, and to dis- 
charge all other occasions of the Church, and so wee shall con- 
tinue to do. Wee are not willing to boast of what wee have 
W^ec had rather our works should praise us then wee 
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them, but wee arc not ignorant that tWreare somcca^es in which 
mon may InuTiiUy fommotMl themselves ; and wee ran truly wiy 
that the iiihahllant*j of Ihia citty, noii;hl>ours, and stnmgei-s 
(especially those who had seenc the mines before) that occa- 
sionally resort hither, wonder to Beo how much we have done in 
so few yeereB, and how well wee have doixe it. And we hojie 
your L(irdshin will aoknowledj^ that what wee have done, wee 
have done willingly and frtn^ly^ und like men who had a due re- 
gard to their Statntes, their conscieueejs, and their honour. As for 
those tiling which are still to he done, wee are about them, and 
endeavour to have them Hnished with as mueh speed as wee can. 
But wee humbly conceive that there are some thmgs which your 
Lordship will not presse upon us untill you heare our reasons why 
wee conceive they belong not to us. Tlie sacrilefjious persons 
here inquired of wee cannot yet find out, though your Lordship 
hath put us in hope of findinpf out one of them. 

To the Si***^ Article, coneeniin<jr our receits and disbursements, 
wee cannot thitike that your Lordship expectn an exact and full 
accompt from every one of us, upon oath, of all the moneys that 
wee have received and disbursed since our first rcstauration,some 
of us, having not been here so long, cannot say what was done 
before our time, and none of us but the re8i>ective Treaaurer 
every yeare have had any thing to do with the ac^cfimpts but to 
receive them at the Audit, At which time, though wee have 
l»cen salislied with the fidelity and care of our respective oHicei*s, 
yet wee could not receive their accompts in such manner and 
tbrrae as might have been by the helpe of an Auditor skilfull in 
snch matters. It is not uukuowue to your Lordship that our 
Auditor, who holds his place by patent under the Chapter scale, 
granted long before our time, is a {jcrson no way helpful] to us 
in such matters; and that a cleare and formal! accompt requires 
a person better acquainted with such things then can be expectctl 
from such oiHcera as wee are necessitated to chuse out of our 
Body. And truly, my Lord, wee do not believe that your I^ord- 
ehip makes this enquiry out of imy distrust of our care of the 
occasions of the Church, or an opinion that wee have converted 
any part of that which is due to them to the private benefitt of 
(»ur selves and our relations, but rather, as your Lordship hath 
been j)leiisc<l to exjiresse, that you might be able to give an 
answer to any that should object such things to us, if any such 
should be, which wee hope there will not. And therefore wee 
are ready to let your Lordship understand by our respective 
Treasurers the totalis of their accompt* which they have de- 
livered to the Chaj>tor, at their soverall Atidits, of all moneys 
received and disbtirscd bv them. Onelv the fifbt and second 
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yeeres which wore Ix^fore the time of the preseut Deane, must 1>g 
expef'tod from the Chai>ter then in being, whereof tht> Deano and 
SiibUeanc are dead. And for this present yeere, the A\idit being 
not yet eoino, wee can oidy say, thut the exjienses Imvc been 
great, and are like to be so still, and the receits very small. But 
wee liave been so carefuli to reserve out of the former veeres for 
all the occasions of the Church, that, as wee have Iiitberto ibund 
HuHicient money for all onr wants, wee are also so well provided 
that there will be enouf^b for the time to come, and wee hope 
something to be divided among us after all our worke is done, 
and 80 much left in the Treasury as our Statutes retjuire. 

At our Audit, Mich: 1002, Dr. Nuylor being Treasurer, the 
totidl of all moneys received was .jSH", G'. 8**. Disbureed that 
yeare, 2S07'. IS'. 4^ 

At our Audit, Mich: 16G3, Dr. Basire being Treasurer, the 
tot^ll uf moneys received, 4fiS3". 2'. if^. Disbursed, 32lH». 6'. 8''. 

At our Audit, Mich: IGG t, Mr. Wrench betnL;- Treasurer, the 
toUdl of moneys received [Blank in i>Ti(j:\ Disbursed [/M/m/-]. 

To the S.'i"': the houses of the 2", 6'", H"*, and O'*' Prebcndarys 
have been by them i*ebuilt in whole, or great part, and nuulc 
far better then in your Ijoiilship's time. That of the 11"' Pre- 
bendary is begim to be rebuilt. The Deanr^^ and the rest of 
the houses have had much cost bestowed upon them. For the 
houses of the IVtly-canoas, wee certilied your Lordship in your 
first Visitation, that they were all iu these late bad times 
destroyed. That they were fonneiiy but little houses, or 
chambers, made only tor unmarried persous, and who bud their 
diet in common. That wet; had already made their pluL-es better 
then when they had their old houses, and but old stipends, to 
which notwithstanding" wee have of our owne accord, and upon 
publick cost, added so much that wee hope T\'ithin a little while 
to see three good houses built for them this yeare, and have 
found out a goo<i way for supply of a fourth, and as soone as 
Mr. Drury can l>e removed, rif a Hf'tli also, though with some 
charge to repairc this. The IVtty-cauons' Hall, and the Guest 
Hall, since the method of hospitality and of diet was changed, 
were of lung time useles, and ruined in these late times. JJut 
yet our desiguo is, by some way of rei>aration of walls, to render 
the place of the Petty-c^iuous' Hall more eoomly. Wee found 
no Sclioole-house standing, but have built u large one, with 
addition of divers rooraes. For other enquiries here, wee have 
spent so much care, cost, and paines, that all things are answer- 
able. And besides, we have done diverse things more, as in 
particular, the very expensive repaire of the conduit from the 
head of it to this place (a publick benetit). 
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To the 21**". In the hiiildin^ of oar Grammar-schoole wee 
were, by reason of tlie absence of pome of our Bcfdy, vory much 
abused by our workmen, not only in the site and posture of it, 
hut also in the excessive chargea about it; and moreover, wee 
heare now, which before wee did not, upon our enquiry, that 
the workmen have encroacluKl upon the Puiace-green five and 
twenty yards and a halfe in leng^th, and about one yard in 
breadth. 

To the SS'*'. All necessary reparations about the Church- 
yard are intended and already begun, a worke which somewhat 
troubles us, in regard that some formerly pretendinj» to dij» a 
quarrey in the Bishop's ground, liave made so foule and ougly a 
breach and considerable encroachment u|jon tlic Chtirch-yard 
that wee hardly know how to cure it handsomely. An abuse as 
contrary, no doubt, to the Bishop's inlcut, as it is contrary to 
the benefit of the Church. 

To thi* 2*)"'. TliL* aiinoyaiice of the Church-yard sometimes 
by troublesome cattdl (which wee lalwur to prevent as much as 
wee can) hath l>cen orcjisioned by the letting formerly of such 
leases as are mentione^l hej*e, one of them being let in the veare 
[BlanJt] after, and contrary to his Mnjestie's Letter ; which lease, 
being yet in force, wee cannot make voyd. But weo shall !>e 
careful! not to renew it when it is expired, if it happen in our 
time.

To the first Article we ansn'er, that all the members of this 

Cathedrail Church are completed, except seven Minor Canons' 
places, wliich arc vacant till fit persons can \te procured, anil the 
place of one Singint»'-man who is lately dead. And that all the 
members of this Church (to the best of our knowledge) have been 
duly el e<? ted and admitted (except the Master of the Grammer 
Selimile, who is an Approbationer, but not as yd gworn to the 
extvution of hiss oCSec), and are serviceable and dilig;ent (for the 
most part) in their places, accordinfj to the Statutes of this 
Church, save only the two butlers and the two cookes, for whom 
(us we conceive) there is now no implovraent. 

To the it\ 3^ 6'^ 7*, S"', O'S 10^, IV^ and 12^" Articles we 
have nothinj^ to present- 
To the 4-^ Article we answer that the Precentor doth note the 
abficnees of the members of the Churtih, that are bodind to attend 
and assist in the service of the Quire, and doth present his bills 
of absents to the Dean and Prebendaries at the end of every 
(|u;irter of a year, as was the custom formerly. 

To the b^^ Article we have nothing- to present, save only that 
the fair and rich velvet pulpit*cloth with the CoUedge arms fairly 
embossed in gold and silver upon it, aud divers other ornaments 
and utensils of this church, were imbezled and taken away by Mr. 
Isaac Gilpin", and employed as he best knowes, and that he lent 
Gt-rard's Hcrball (which cost ten pounds) t<^tCol!. Robert I^ilburn, 
who is now in the Tower, and still detainee the said book from 
the Churche's library. 

To the 13**' Article we answer, that the windows and fabrick of 
this Church (as we conceive) are in good rcpayr, except the little 
pinacles which are in some decay, but care is taking for repayring 
of them. And as for the lyad and timber of the two great broaches 
at the west end of the church, Mr. Gilbert Marshall can give 
the best account how they were employed, but what account he 
hath given to the Dean aud Chapter of the sayd lead aud tymber, 
we cannot tell. 

To the H"' Article we answer, that the houses belonging to

all the Minor Canons' houses in the Farmery (except one) were 
destroyed iu the late wicked times, but there are belter bouses in 
building for them in other places ; and wc annwer alwi, that the 
fiuefit Hall was partly unlea<led and uiiroofed by the pretcndwl 
Provost and Fellows of this Colledj^e in Mneked Oliver's time, since 
which lime it fell down and did great daraa«»H? to Dr. Naylor's 
and Dr. Keile's houses, and that the Petty Canons' hnll was 
partly unlcadt-d by the said protended Provost and Fellows, and is 
still in decay till more necessary reparations be luiishcd about the 
Church. And that tlic chief School -master's house on the Palace 
Green, which was ruinated by the Scotts,remaines still unrepayred. 

To the 15^ Article we answer that the Dean and all the Pre- 
bendaries do keep their respective residences (except only D', 
Smith) and observe all thiiij^s mentioned in the iVrticle. 

To the 10*'' Article we answer that, to the knowledge of some 
of us, the Dean and Chapter have augmented the Vicars' stipends 
of those Rectories which belong unto them to the value of 400". 
per annum^ or thereabouts, in obedience to his Majestie's Letters 
sent unto them. 

To the 17*'' Article we answer, that (to the best of our know- 
ledge) the Dean and Cliapter have provided sufficient and able 
Curates for their scvorall appropriate Churches, and do pay unto 
them their annuall stii)ends constantly at the severall terms when 
they fall due. 

To the 18'** and ID'*" Articles we answer, that all things con- 
teyned iu them have been and are observed, and that we have 
nothing further to present to any of the above sayd Articles.

To tlie iirst Article I answer, TImt all the members of [the Church] 
are comj>let-edj except seven Minor Canons* places, which are 
vacant till fit persons can be procured, and the place of one 
Sinking-man, who is lately dead, and that all the members of 
this Church have been duly elected and admitted (save only the 
Master of the Grammer Schfiole, who at present is but Approba- 
tinner, and not as yet fully admitted and sworn to the execution of 
that office) and are serviceable and dibj^ent (for the most part) in 
their ]jUices, according to the Statutes of this Church, except the 
two butlers and the two cookes, for whom (as I conceive) there 
is now no imployment. 

To the 2,3,4, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, H, 12 Arliclea I have nothing to 
present, conceiving that all things couteyned in them arc observed 
according to the Statutes. 

To the 5"' Article 1 answer, That the rich velvet pulpit cloth, 
with the Cluirche^s arms fairly embossed upon it in gold and 
silver, and divers other ornaments and utensills of this CImnth 
were imbozzlcd and taken away by Mr. Isaac Gilpin, and that 
he lent Gerard's Herball (which cost ten pounds) to Coll. Robert 
Lilbum, who is now in the Tower, and still detaines the sayd 
book from the Library. 

To the IS'** Article" I answer, That the fabrick of this Church 
is in good repayr, except some little pinacles, for which care is 
taking to vcpa>T them. And as for the lead and timber of the £ 
great broaches at the west end of the Cburch, how they were im- 
ployed, Mr. Gilbert Marshall can give the best account, but what 
account he bath given to the Dean and Chapter 1 cannot tell. 

To the 1 i-^'' Article 1 answer, That the bouses belonging to

And that all the Minor Canons' houses in the 
Farmery (exeept one) were destroyed in the late wicked limes, 
but there are some bettor houses buildinf^ lor them in other 
places. Tlmt the Guest Hall was partly uurooft by the pretended 
Provost and Fellows here iu wicked Oliver's time, and afterwards 
it was blown down, and in its fall did i^reat damay;o to D'. 
Nuylor's and to D^ Neile's houses. And that the Petticanons' 
Hall was]>artly unleaded by the aboresayd pretcnted Provost and 
Fellows, and is still in decay till more necessary repayres about 
the Cliurt^h be done. And that the Head-Schoolmaster's house 
on the Palace-green, which was rninated by the Scotts, lies still 
unrepayred. 

To the 15* Article I answer. That the Dean and all the 
Prebendaries keep ttieir respective residence (except only D\ 
Smith) and observe all things mentioned in the Article. 

To the IG"' and 17"^ Arlicles I answer^ That the Dean and 
Chapter have autj;mcnted the Vicars' Stipends of those Roc;lorics 
which belong- unto them to the value of above 400'. per annum, in 
obedience of his Majcstic's Letters sent unto thera, and have 
provide<l sufficient and able Curates for their severall api)rnpriate 
Churches, and do pay unto them their annuall stipends constantly 
at the eeverall terms when they fall due. 

To the 18'^ and Ht"" Articles I answer. That all things con- 
teyned iu tliciu have been and are observed, and that I have no 
more to present to any of the abovesayd iVilicles.

and further I say the Master's allowance is what Hhall »pare 
from payment of the Bretheron within the House and without, 
from honest hospitality, servants' wages, and such outronEs as 
the House is charged with them thut liave due claimc thereunto. 
Now for tho discharge of all these services, and the maintenance 
of the Master as aforesaid, the houtte hath a demesne called Byers- 
garth and Gnnnontli^way, the estate whereof liath been fanned 
ut nhvul 400". per annum, and soo lately hath bene apprized at 
comoii estimate, within this 4 or .5 months.

There number, by ii Sturnte, thirty j lifteeno witliin the House, 
and iif\«eue without ; hut of mere chanty (such hath been the 
necesditio of poore gentU-men souldieri* for his late Mujestie of 
ever blessed mera^^^y) I have live superuuniorary, which is 10". 
yoarely out of mine own purt>e. Tln'se out-bretheren (us is there 
due) have 40*. [>er annum. Tho?*e in the House have there 
tliett, and ofhcors to looke to them, each one 20*. a ycarc, and 
other allotments duely paid thfra. There allowance in (he 
House to each of them sovetally may be esteemed about vtij*'. 
ptu' annum.

It wa« founded in Quct'D Elixabeth^e time. It wa« founded 
alsoc in Henry 8*, and before.

The lajit founder of it waa Kin^ James, whose foandatlOB wm

pLTticubir account. 

The revenue* of this Hoepitfttl upon the reotaU amount to 
35'. S». i**. 

The fines do not hap^n every yeare, and thervfore the Master 
knowes not how to estimate them eommunitmtt annit. The 
Master hath received ouo fine, and no more, since the restoration 
of his Majesty, being about 8U"., and no other fine since the 
yeare 1617. 

The Master Hall [hath] the letting and setting of the lands and 
houses belonging to this Hospitall, the particular! whereof are 
conteyncl on the Schedule hereunto annexed.

This bill being brrnig-ht in found so i^-Teftt oppo- 
sition in the Parliament (notwithstanding the |>revak'ney of the 
faction ut that time in both houses a^jpiinHt the Church] that it 
could not pass till a provieo was inserted that if the wiid yeerely 
rent or iOO'., or any part thi^reof, should happen to [be] behind 
and nnjmid by the sj)aL*e of fix months after any of the ternusHt 
which it ou;^lit to bo paid, that then and from theneoforth the 
said house should revert unto the Ui^hops of Dnrliam, as if that 
Act had never bin made : which clause 1 am perswaded was on 
purj)ose inserted by the lovera of the Cluirch, in hopes that in 
oetter times the See might recover its just rights, which at that 
time, the factions growing lugh, they could not preserve. At 
the happy restoration of his Majestic my Loiii Pembrookc re- 
fused to pay the rent i-eservtMl by Act of Parliament till I was 
forced to bring declarationR of ejectment against him, and then 
he beganne to thinke of taking np the business, and in regani it 
was at the beginning of the King's happy assuming of liis just 
government and that the Karle was a purchaser from the rebclls, 
the satisfaction of whom was then under dcliberatioii, I was per- 
swaded to decline the forfeiture, and accept of the rent reserved, 
n|)ou condition that for the future the rent should be punctually 
paid unto me, without any deduction for publick taxes and 
assessment"! ; and on this manner the business stood till Mi- 
chaelmnss last, at which time there became halfeayeere's rent due 
to me, which after some time tjiat by the good providence of 
Almighty God London's dtvndfull sickness was in a great 
measure abated, and the inhabitants thereof, together with the 
King's Court, were most of tlicm returned to their houses, I sent 
one to demand at Bainard's Castle, the place at which my Lord 
Pembrook's owne servants desired to have it demanded, and then 
instead of receiving the rent, or having civill entreaties of for- 
bearance, those that called for it could get nothing but downe- 
right d^nyalls, my Lord's servants saying that they had not 
receivtnl their rents for the houses, and till they received them 
they would not pay me my rents. These denyals continuing for 
six months alter Michnclmass, I gave order to my Attorney' to 
make a legal demand of tlie rent and the nomine pivn^e^s, and 
proceed to declarations of ejectment, accor<ling to the advantage 
the Act of Parliament gave me, judging 1 could do no less with- 
out prejudicing both my selfc and xxiy successours, but my buc- 
cesKours much more then my selfe, my advantage in likelyhood 
being to be but small, and of sliort continuance. And having 
now proceeded thus fari'c upon these just and equitable grounds, 
I am tould that my Lord the Eurl of Pcmbrooke is using iudea- 
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voars to your Grace to procure me to desert my advuutuge, or to 
get the King" to lay his c<»mmand3 upon me to do it ; but as I 
trust his MajcHtie will not he pcrswaded to it, eo I am confident 
your Grace is so preat an asserter of the rights of the Church that 
you will no way hinder, but, in what you may, further this See, 
miserably impaired, first by the loss of Norhamehire and Elin- 
shin'*, siuce by the loss of this house, and now lately by the loss 
of the Court ol Wards. Besides, I verily believe, if your Grace 
please to consider the thin^, you will be in the same mind with 
me, that the Art of Parliament hath iletermiued my Lord oi* 
Pembrook's title, and that, if I would, it is not in my power to 
release the forfeiture so to him hut that my successours may re- 
cover it from him. And as I can neither ought to do any thing 
in prejudice of my See and successours, so I hope neither the 
Kinj^, your Grace, nor my Lord Clianoellour, will require or 
desire it of me ; for there are many reasons why 1 and my suc- 
cessours should have the benefit of this forfeiture, but not any 
that 1 can comprehend why it should be pardoned to him, it not 
cominy: upon Uim by any surprise, but by his owne and his ser- 
vants^ willfull neglect and obstinacy, who very well knew the 
penalty of the delay of paying: their rent*:, and I cannot see any 
reason why this default chotild be passed over in silence, or why 
the title given by the Act of Parliament to the Bishop uud his 
successours in this See should bee negleete<l or waved, but that 
the same reasons may at any time hereafter be brought why the 
like default shonld also be remitted, and so his I^ordship may at 
any time delay the payment of tlie rent to me or my successours 
as long as he pleaseth, without any hazard or loss to himself'e. 
And 1 am sure it cannot be alleaged on his behalfe that he hath 
disbursed any thing in the improvement of it, but huth by that 
gained very large profit, for besides vast summs of money ruistHl 
by the sale of the lead, stones, timber, &c., he hath without the 
expence of one penny in the buildin^^s reserved to himselfcA 
considerable annual rent above the iUU'. payable by the Act of 
Parliament to the See of Durham.

Yoint la«t of tlie 2:i of this moneth I receaved last day in the 
ntumin^; the mornin«j of a hlesse*! day, for before night those 
rehells who had struekc such a tt-rror in this land, and raised such 
une clumoure in yours, were totallie routttid, killed, taken priaaoners, 
or scut tc' red. 

My Lord, ou thursduy, the 15 of this moneth, they entered

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DrnmfnPR alnint the numlwr of iOO^"'*.,moHt pairt horsmon, finding 
Sir James Turner carried him awny j>risoiier, and nnssing oi* the 
minister ot* the i)laee wliomo they eunouslie soug-hl ibr, went away 
dooiuff no more hurt, from thenee they marched throw Galloway 
into the Sherrefdome of Aire, ther uumK'r still inereasing, did 
lillle hurt to anie except conformi^nl Ministere, whnme they 
plundered, and wounded some of tliem. There numhers then 
were reported to have beiiie increased to three or four thousand, 
and it was surmised tliat they had intelligence and assurrances not 
onlie fr<»m other places oi' this kin<»xiome, and yours of England 
with Irland, btit also from the King's enemies beyond seas. 
Tiie newes heireof coming hither u|M'n Friday the I(V*'. instantlie, 
by the advice of the secret councell, Levtenant Uenend Dalzell, 
with the forces under his command, extending to iifteinu troupes 
of horses and two regiments of foot, were sent to oppose Ujem 
and preserve the citie of Glas^t)vv, from the which place he 
marclied straight towards Air; but befoir he came that It-ntli, the 
rcbi'lls had retirwi from thence, and taking strange pathes and 
wayes, declined the inconnt<?r with his Majesties forces ; yet the 
Le>*tenftnt Gcnerall followed them so vigomusliethat though they 
had £4 houres march befoir him yet he was within a few millesof 
them befoir they could reach Edinburgh, and they being within 
tuo milles of this place yesterday in the morning he pre»;s*_'d them 
so hard that they were forced to taike ttj the Pcntland Ilillcs, and 
thca*, a little I>oforc sun-setting, ingadgc<I them in light, though 
they had taken gR*at advantage of the ground. The dispute was 
hard and shai-pe for halte an houre or more, tlje royall cavillarie 
alone being ingadged against them, but how soone as the foot 
came upe the rebells betooke themselfes to flight. Pew were 
kiHed of the King's partie, but divers wounded ; of the rebells, as 
is conjectured, some three hnndreth upon the ground slaine, and 
neire hy als manic prisonersj the rest all scattered, whi(!h by the 
darkness of the night alone escaped the hands of the confjuerors. 
We cannot learne of anie i»ers<jne of considerable (jualitie that were 
amongst them, but some soulders and commanders of desperut 
minds and fortounes. Neither can I as yet give your Lordship 
information of there correspondencies on this or llie other side of 
the sen, which I should most willinglie have imparted if anie 
sucl» thing had beyno known. Theeminent perftones in this ser- 
vice fi»r the King were, with the Levtenant General!, tlie Duke 
of Hamiltone, the Earles of Atbol, Linlithgow, Airlie (whoes 
troupe gave the fii'st and succesful chiiirgc), and Kellie ; the Lords 
Rosse, Madertieand Cocharan, with the Viscount of Kingstoune, 
In the tyme of the conflict Sir James Turner escaped from his 
keepers. The prime actors in this rebellion have bcine silenced 
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ministcve', ami tlic cheife sufferers such as confomie. So liavo 
given your Lordsliip one trew report and uh iuU satisfaotiou to 
the demand of your letter aU iwssible could bo done*.

When Cosm 
was made Rishoji, Dr. Wlshflrt was presented to bis living of Rmncepatb. a 
preferment whieb he behl for a viTy short timt', for he was consecrated Uisbop «»f 
Kdlnburgh by Archbishop Shar}) on June 1. 1G63. The king himself setectv<l Inm 
for this elevation. He dit^^ in KilinUiirgh in 1671, and wiiA hnrieil in the ablH-y 
church of Holyrood.

Durhiun and Aiicklnnd, and the Bishop*s house at Darliuj^tou : 
all which together (having; been his continual <*are and great 
chai-ge for seven j'cars befoix', ever since he was consecrat^'d 
Bishop of Durham) have cost him no less than I70U(»'^ 
whereuf GOOO". was i*xf»i'nded in ereclin;^ fi-om the j^round, 
and consecrating a faire, large, new chappell at Auckland 
Castle ; the ionniT faire chappel there having been total)/ 
pulled down by Sir Artliur Haslfrif^f^. 

II, He hath furnished the new built chappel with several vessels 
of faire gilded plate, organs, bibles, service-books, palls, 
fronts, carpels, and other decent and uscfull ornaments, to the 
value of 1000". 

HI. He has likewise finished the building of a faire new Library, 
upon the Bishop's Paluct'-Grcen at Durham, next to his 
Exchequer thire ; which liiitli cost him 5UU''.

In some 
recompcnee whereof his Majesty has been g-ratMousIy pleased to 
release under his Great Seale, the yearly pension of ^80". paid to 
the Queen Mother during her life, who died 1669.

holy servioej llmt thither tliou wilt oomo and bh'ssc us. In 
regard whereof, thy sorvants the holy Patriarchs and PrDpheti, 
by inspiration of thy Holy Sjiirit, did separate and hallow many 
places for thine Divine woi-shipp and service, and othei-s by 
cxprcssecommauilmeut from thy owne mouth made thee a taber- 
nacle iu the desart, which thou didst accept and honour by 
coverinj^ it with u cloud and hllinj^ it with thy glory. And after- 
wanls when it came into the liart of thy servant King DaN-id 
religiously to consider, it was in noe wise Htting that himselfe 
should dwell in a house of cedar, and the Arke of God rcmuinc 
ouelv in a tabernacle, and thereupon to resolve to build a more 
ample and glorious house imto the honour of thy Grent nud 
Livinc Majesty, thou didst dcolurc and testify by thy holy 
]irophett, that it was acceptable to thee, and well done of him, 
even to Ixj soe minded as he was, though lie built it not, but only 
prepared materialls in a plentiful! manner for the building thereof, 
wliieli his sou Kiug Salomon brought to perfection, and which 
Ttiou thyself in a visible nianucr didst honour with thy Presence, 
acceptance, and approbation, before all the people. And a(W, 
when for the sins of the people that Temple was destroyed, it was 
t!iy I leasure not to let thy house ly waste, and others to dwell in 
cieled houses, thou didst stirr up the spiritts of thy ser\-ant8 the 
prophetts and people to build thee a second Temple, which thou 
didst likewise accept, and then fdl with the glory of thy Presence, 
and aflcrwardfl with the Presence of thy Sonne our Saviour at 
the feast of the dedication thereof, allowing both ol' it and of many 
Synagogues, or lesser phices of prayer, publickly erected and 
built for the people to af^semblo themselves therein, that they 
might worship thee and be instructed in thy Holy Word, of 
which one was built by the centurion whose praise is in the 
GoFjiell. More over thou hast taught us in Ihy Holy Wni*d that 
the Apostles and Christians in their time, as they [had] houses 
to eat and drinke in, soe they, had also places sett apart for the 
sacred asscmblycs of the faithfull, who had them in great reve- 
rence, and accounted them to be noe other then the Churches and 
Houses of God : by whose godly examples tlic Christians in all 
succeeding ages have erected and consecrated many such sacred 
houses (raonumeuta of their piety and devotion) lor the celebra- 
tion of thy Divine Service, as our eyes see at this day: Woe then 
as IVllow-citizens with the saints and household of Ood, being 
built upon the foundation of the Appostles and Prophetts, (Jesns 
Christ himself being the head corner-stone) and walking in the 
steps of their most holv faith, in building and dedieateing this 
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honse unto tbee, wherein wee may assemble and meet together 
to confesse our sins with lowly, i>enitent, and obedient hart, to 
the end that wee may obtaine foryivenes of the same by thine 
infinite g»>odne8 and merey, to celebrate thy Divine worphipp, io 
invoeate thy most hidy Name, to aske those things which are 
requisite fur onr soules and bodyes, to read, hejire, and learne 
thy most Holy Word, to administer and partake of thy most holy 
Sacraments, to render thankes for the ^^roat benefitte wee Imvo 
received at tliy hands, and to sett forth thy most worthy praise 
by lauding and maj^nifying* thy most glorious majesty (which 
is the worke of heaven here upon earth) for thy goodnes to all 
men, and especially to us who are of the household of faith, most 
humbly beseech thee to accept of this our boimden duty and 
service, and voui-hsufe thy gracious presence amougst us, thtffc 
this hoiise may be hallowed and become the house of holynes, 
being consecrated to holy nses^ and to the honour of thy blessed 
Name for ever. 

Now therefore arise, O Lord, and come into this place, thou 
and the arke of thy strength, heare the voice and prayer of thy 
servants which they make before thee this day.

of godlines and true religion, that in the end wee may c<'>mc to 
those unspeakable joyes which tliou Juist prepared for them that 
love thee in thy Temjjlc on high, even to the holy places made 
without hands, whfvse builder and maker is God Eternall in the 
heavens, that when wee shall cease to pray to thee on earth wee 
may with all thy saints for evermore sing praises unto thee in 
thy everlasting Kingdome, through Jesus Christ our Lord.

Mil. Archdeacon, 
1 HAD your letter sent by yesternight's post with the inclosed 
information of the seditious meetings at Newcastle. I had the 
same information from the Deane of Carlisle, only with this 
difference, that he sayth thenumlxT of the Conventicle was 3000, 
and your note ga^-th only SOU. But what answer 1 have given 
to him 1 will give to you also. 

I commend your zeale which you have for the suppressing of 
the 8e<litious and numerous assemblies at Newcastle, whcrewitli 
I was acquainted before by M'. Naylor the Vicar there ; and 
now again by your selfe and the Deane of Carlisle. All your 
informations 1 have by the King's command represented unto 
the two prineipnll Secretaries, who say they will acquaint the 
Privy Councell with it, and give me an account thereof as soone 
as they can. In the meane while they say that numerous Con- 
venticles are frecjuent here lK)th in London and Westminster 
nccre his Majestie's owne Court, and that they doe what they 
can to reprcsse tliem, by making the people whom they taki^ 
there to pay severall lines and summs of money to the poore. I 
wrote lately to M'- Chanccllour Burwell * about this matter, when

Chaucenour to deal*; unly with the Major and Justices of New- 
castle to put the Uwes in execution, which the King and the 
Counccll expect from them, as I doubdt not but they will heure 
very shortly, esj>ccially for ridding themselves of the four ring- 
leatlcrs, that they may trouble the towne and countrj^ no longer.

1 UAVE received your letter of the 10*''. instant, together with 
the eucloeed which I delivered to M', Secretary, Sir John Trevor, 
who read it to me and hath acquainted hia Majesty with it.

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I am glad to find by both these your lotters, that you declare 
your readiness to put the Ijaws in execution against O^nveuticlus 
and unkwfull assemWies for pretended religious worship in that 
Town whereinto both you and mysclfe arc in tins coiw intrusted 
to have a particular and diligent inspection. But^ on the other 
side, I am sorry to hear from you, that you have had neitlier any 
information nor any ovidence given you against stioh unlaw'full 
assemblies in your Town, when the noteriety of the fact by their 
numerous meeting at your Barber-Chirurgcons' Hall upon All 
Saints' day last, being Sunday the let day of.NovemIxT, was 
buch, that it was voicM and made known to all the Town and 
Country about; notice being also taken what speciall Pgalme, or 
New Hejoj/cing Song they then chose and ap}>liea to themselvL'S as 
Hoi^ Sainffj of bearing a dotibfe-etlgt^d Stcord in their Handif to 
hind Kings in chainSj and Lords in iron bafid^ : of which noto- 
rious and unlawful! meeting both niysclfe and divers others here 
at this distance were shortly after iuformed, uud 1 tooke the l>e8t 
care I could thereupon to have au address made unto you, M'. 
MiHor, by a speciall person under my Episeopall Jurisdiction, to 
desire yon, that you would not sufi'er any sueh B(3indulous and 
offensive meetings to be held among ytm, contrary to the known 
laws of this Church and Realm of England, and greatly in- 
daugering the publick peace thereof. And this 1 did before I 
acquainted his Majestic, or his priucipuU Secretaries, with it: 
Neither was there any letter sent to vou and the Aldermen from 
his Majestic concerning this matter, before a second information 
came both to my selfe and M^ Brabant (one of your own Society), 
of another numct-ous and uulawfull meeting at one of the ring- 
leader's houses upon the 25*. of November; wherein they ap- 
pointed end kept a P'ast, with preaching and praying, which 
they held out from 8 of clock in the morning till 4 in the cven- 
ingj the work being held forth by their four chief Icadera and 
abettors, M'. Gilpine, M'. Duraut, M'. Leaver, and M'. Priuglc*.

Mr. Stapyltox, 
Bbino yestenjight at Whitehall with the Commissioners of the 
Treasury, about the stipend belonginjir to Bishop Lnngley's 
Sehoole, which what end it will have 1 cannot yet tell. . . 

I pray let me know of you if you liave found any thin^- 
materiall concerning- Bishop Langley's foundation. The Dcane 
here ur^^eth that it ouy;ht nut to be called Bishop Lmiglcy's 
foundation, but the foundation of two priests, that set up a 
Clianterie in the Cathedrall Church for two men to say masse and 
t-cach boys gratis, haviny six marks or 4-0*. a-yeare jillowed them 
for their massifs, and, upon the dissolution of chanteries, the two 
pretended sehooles were Edward's inundation, and that ever 
since the beginning of Queen Elizal»eth the Deane and Chapter's 

ejected. — lb. n. 385. After his rjcctioD he ramoTcd to ShlncUflc, vrhcro bo rcuuiiuvd 
tmtil IGGG.— lb. p. 3U1. 
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sclioolemaster hath received halfe the stipend which belongf th to 
one of these schooles paid him from yeare to yeare by the 
Auditor. 

But iirst I answered that Bishop Langley, in his Letters 
patenUj dated the 14'*'. of June 1414, cale it n/'sfntm/'tnK/tt/ionem 
et unlinatiouemy as you may see in the Chartuary^ where4>f M', 
Bulloob the Rojn^ter subscribed me a copy. And S'*. T an- 
swered that tl»e Sta.tute 1 Edw. 6. c. 11. did hy a Proviso not 
newly found, but continue on and save the Schooles from bein^ 
dissolved which were founded before, y'^ I answered that at 
this time, during the reigTJC of Kin^ Kdward U, the Deane and 
Chapter's Schoolemaster was not in being, nor their schoole 
neither, which was afterwards set up in %^> Marie, and aiinuuU 
allowouoes made to it in salar}-, diet, and livery, out of the 
common revenues of the Church. 4'r. I told them (and I 
thinke 1 said true) that if their Schoolemaster had lialfe of the 
pension belonging ttt the other schooles, it was because the 
Bishop of Durham had given his consent, and letters of collation 
thereunto, for so it is provided in Bishop Langley's foundation 
that if either of the schoolemasters there be not instituted and 
collated by Letters under the Bishop^s scale, and especially sworue 
both to give obedience unto him, and personally to reside in the 
houses appointed for them, they should have no stipend at all. 
5*y. I answereil that the 6 mnrkes per annum auucieutly 
allotted to them (which M'. Deinie would have the two 40'. 
which you pay out of the Roll) was the stipend allotted for the 
two Chantcrie priests to say masse and teach schoole, so that 
halfe the six markes at least, issuing out ol' divers freeholds in 
the Bishoprick, >\-ill of right belong to the Schooles, and that the 
same stiiHind of six markes did probably receive a great augmen- 
tation by the bounty of the Founder and others, before King 
Edward G'^^'s time, for so it provided in Bishop Langlcy's founda- 
tion, where the two priests and teachers of youth are made a 
body coqwrate, to receive new lands and revenues, and to plead 
for them against any man that should oppose to pay them. 
6''. 1 pleaded that this augmentation of 40*. and 40*. per annum 
was the Bishop of Durham's volunUxry and free gift, among tho 
annuities allowed in his Roll to the High Sheriff and others. 
7''. I said that the Auditor must know the persons to whom hoc 
is to pay their several stipends of 8'. per annum out of the 
mannor of Kaverdby in Lancashire, and that he huth no other 
means to know who those persons are but by their pi*oduciug 
and shewing to him the Bishop's Letters of nomination and col- 
lation to their places. And lastly, tliat, since I wiis Bishop, the 
present SchoolemasUn' could shew no such letters from the 
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Bishop, !ior perhaps any scttlcmcut in his place from the Deane 
uikI ChapU'i'. 

I remenilKT, when 1 was Preboml tbere, a great stir and ques- 
tion was made by the Org-auist of the Church ahoi»t luilt'o 
Bishop Ijangfley*s Sony SrhooK' stipend, and that one Hau^dl, a 
sin^ng- man in the Uuire, had a contention with him in the 
Chancery about it, before Jud*^e Huttou, us I was then tohl. If 
there l)e any such matter you may find it in Uie Kxaminer'a 
Office, or &fjme other office there. And if my memory be good, 
I thinke you told me that the Coroner or Collector of my rent* at 
Durham uccountetl^to my Auditor IS**., or such a matter, for the 
ground whereupon the ruiuM houses or schooles upon the Place 
Greene stood, besides a fi-ee rent paid for the Archdeacon's liouse 
next adjoining, and some others. Let me know what rents 
these are, and for what places. For the Deane waa positive that 
the Archdeacon's house upon the Place Oroene paid a yearly rent 
to their lleceivor, and that therefore they have an interest in tlie 
Palace Greene, as well as the JJishop, saying further that heo 
never knew any other Grammar Schoole kept in Durham but by 
their SohoolemiiPter alone, who was only able to teach the boys 
IiJitine and Greeke, according to the words, as hec said, (but hee 
was mistaken in it, as I said) of that which wee call Hishop 
Langley's foundation and ordinance. If you can recover the 
Schoolmasters' names that were in King Edward the 0^'''8 time, 
or at the beginning of Queen Mary and Uueen Elizabeth, out of 
the old Treasurers' books belonging to tliat time, wee may liave 
Rome further lyght by them, and either M^ Bullock, or M'. 
Hedle}', or Robert King, can direct you to get the sight of them, 
if any such be still extant and remaining sinct? the last rapine of 
the plunderers j from wliich God deliver ns all hereafter. 

Concerning the Schooles, besides what I paid before, I added, 
that it would be a very hard thing for the Deane and Chapter 
to endeavour to take away M'. Nicholas stipend, who was a 
diligent painfull mun, anil one of their own btxly, collated by me 
to it*, and taking paines in his place ; all which was in ctiect lo rob 
Peter and pay Paul, thereby to save so much money out of tlieir 
own purses. And that it would be as hanl if the Bishop should 
bo dcfciited of his own right (which in all tilings hee is swome to 
preserve) in bestowing that place by collation, which I'm sure the

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Deanc's Sclioolmaster hath not,an<l without which I know not liow 
the Auditor would pay any man the stipend. I i)ray search uiy 
Reg^fiter'B office for any of my predecessors* grants of those 
places belonging to Bishop Langley's Schooles. Bishop Morton 
bestowed one of the places ujwn Samuel Martin*, and, as I 
thinke, under his instrument and scale. See what this is, and 
let me know what else you can find about it, either in my 
Kegistry, or in my Books of Patents. If nothing will do, it 
must go to law. 

After all this, against M'. Deane's allegation that the hiilfe 
stipend hath been alwaies paid to his Schoole master (which is 
yet uncertaine) I have this argument, which they call ar^u* 
mentum ad hominem, to urge, that if dt^ facto it hath beene so 
paid for dafo et non concesso, yet de jurt it ought not to have 
oeen paid, aa AP. Deane bimselfe and the Prebendaries said in 
another case concerning themselves. For when their subsidies 
due to the King were not long since demandeil of them by my 
Bub-col lee tore, who urged this argument that subsidies had 
becne alwaies paid l>y the Deane and Chapter's predecessors, 
their answer was, that they regarded not what had been so paid 
and done de facto j but what ought to have beene done de jure ; 
and that no law could urge them to pay any subsidies, which 
though I grant not nor bcleeve, yet they of all others should not 
urge nn argument of custome in one case when they deny it in 
another. But that this stipend w:is ever paid to their Schoole- 
niaetcr without the Bishop's licence and grant they can never 
pr(K>ve, which I am the rather induced to believe that some such 
grant wa:J made to them, or to some of them, because they say 
that M'. Smart, M'. Ingletborp, M'. Walton, M'. Smelt, hwl 
that houBc wherein M'. Martin now dwtills, either to inhabit 
there or to take the rent ol" it by letting it out yearly, which 
they would no waies do uules the Bishop had collated it upon 
them, und because Bishop Langley's foundation requires both 
the SelKJole-niustore there to reside personally in those houses, 
und Ui take an oath for that purpose, as I tears iise (o do^ to 
reside upon their ricaridges. M', Samuel Martin and M'. 
JCliiw Smith can toll you ol" this particular matter of the houses 
In'ton? they were ruinM in their times.

Aud Ixisides sp^-aking- to 
mv officers I pray you take cure to speake unto the Major aud 
Aldermen of Durham that they me<idle nothing in it, least 
they put their charter in danrji?r to he forfeited, or put the 
Bishop upon some other course which will not be p|pasin<rto thora. 
And, moreover, T pray be very carcfull to speake unto M'. Deanc 
of Durham, the 2 other Dcanes of Carlisle aud LichHeldt, and 
the it Archdeacons, toj»;ether with my cosiu, M'. AVilliam 
BlakistonJ, my Att(»urnv Generally my soune M'. Samuel 
Davison, besides Sir Nicholas Cole and Sir James Clavcrin(;j 
and yoursclfe, that none of all these would he absent from tlie 
next Sessions, but bo there ready upon any motion made by 
others to op|>ose it: for I thinke there is an Act of Parliament 
that no )>ctilion shall be brought thither concerning the country 
but what hath been first approved and past by an unanimous 
order of the Justices in open Sessions upon the Bench, which, if 
you ))e caivful aj^ainst, it will never be so pst at Durham. 

I am sorry to heare that you had a brother heretofore of such 
bad principles, I doubdt you will not find your account to be 
true of him, tliat heu left them 8 years before the King came in, 
or that bee hath not of late practis't over some of them againe.

I tuld him how I had setled it upon Chilton, and ^ve the 
Colledg;e power toditilreine fnr it, if it were not payd within 50 
dayes after Martinmas and Pentecost : hut he Beems not to be 
Batisfyed with it unless tliere were a nomine parue of 5". per 
month in default of payment.

I have no more to say but that the Parliament was suddenly 
this day prorogued by the King's Commission unto the 14 of 
February next. Some great heats were ben-imne of late, and I 
am aiiray'd will not so soone he still'd as 1 could wish when wee 
meet again. 

Excuse me to M'. Davenport for returning no other answer to 
his letter of the 4'^. instant then thiit 1 acknowledjj to have 
receivM it. The contents of it were about a strliollarship in 
Peter-house, which hee and 1 had botlj forgotten was long since

C:irre his own contribution, so 
hee should have done better to have t^dd M'. Carre what a gnmd 
misdemeanor in him this kind of proceeding is, and have stirr'd 
up all other to oppose it, for I know nut how M^ Carre will 
answer it if hee should be question'd for such an attempt.

Davenport, who will 
shew you my letter here enclosed, so I must entreat you also to 
goe unto my good Lady Cole, and to tell her that I condole 
with all others the loss of her husband. Give my respects to 
M^ Deane and the Prebends, as you meet them, and so 1 bid you 
heartily farewell.

Decemhr. 30. 16f>9. — Because I had no letter from you by 
ycsternififht's post, I have nothing else to say but what I heard 
this morning from my cosin, M". Friizer, tluit her father, Sir 
Alexander, and his Grace the Lord Commissioner of Scotland, 
would set out from Edenburgh upon Munduy nt?xt, and bee at 
my Castle in Durhura upon the Saturday after, that is, t)»e eight 
day of January, and stay there till Alotiday morning following, 
that 80 they might take the opportunity of being at church upon 
Sunday. Wherewith I pray acquaint Sir Gilbert Gerard and 
^[^ Deane, togetlier with the Prebends who ai-e or may l>ee at 
home, that they be ready to attend him to the church at his 
coming. It may well bee that you are acquainted herewith by 
Sir Alexander Fraser's letter out of Scotland : however 1 thought 
it fit to give you the notice which I had of it. 

Give notice hereof to M'. Davenport also, that hec may be in 
readiness to joyne with Sir Gilbert and yourselfe for my Lord's 
eutertainmeut. 



January 1'*. 1CC9. — I have yours of Decem]>er 28***. I hope 
Sir Gilbert hath becnc with you before this letter will cttme to 
your hands, for hee wrote by yesternight's post as he past through 
Northallerton, but spake of no such snow or ill weather in the 
north as you doe. And this shall give me occasion to put you 
to a little trouble, as well to patisfy Judge Turner n« my selfe, 
for being together yesternight here in my own chamber, where I 
have been kept a miserable prisoner with cold H dayes together, 
hec prayed me to write unto you and enquire of you what every 
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dayt's weather liatli liocn in Durham since the I", quarter of this 
present nioone, and lo informe us by every letter you write of 
the weatlier there fr<')m day to day, tliat t*o wee may compare it 
with the weather here at L<»ndnn, whieh hath heen so liitter 
amon^i^t us as the oldest man alive never knew tlie like. I am 
now wi'll rt^eover'd. 

You mistiiko your i^lfe and me very much when yon say, ns 
you now doe, that the Kinj; had taken notice of a contribution 
for K[nij>ht]8 and B[urg:esse]s in particular: for hce neither 
tooke any notice nor was it told htm that the j^athcrin^ ibis 
contribution was for this purpose, but vu\y that a contribution 
was making indeiinitcly, for what I>urpo^ie was not yet kno\me 
nntill it were en(|uir\l into, which ^.ive his Majesty oeeation to 
set Sir Gilbert upon that incjuisition. boin;;j of danjjeruus conse- 
quence and president, and this I t^tld you as in (lurcm fmattf not 
to take any notice of it till Sir Gilbert and you met together, 
thereJbre I hope you have not spoken the least word of it to any 
bfMly else. Neither would I have Sir Gilbert or you. or any 
other of my frifiids, take other notice of it at the Sessions then 
as of a prosumptunus and dano^erous matter, in the «fcnerall sense, 
to be endeavoured and set nj» in any country by private persons 
without piibliek order and authonty. 

It is well you had tlie same notice from Sir Alexander Frazer 
wliifh I sent you of my Lord Commissioner's coming" to Durham 
Castle, where now Sir Gilbert Gerard will he with you at the 
same time. I pray you let all thinp; be done orderly and quietly, 
anil s'ot a sufficient banquet pmvided at tlie end of my Lord*8 
meals, but specially at Suuday dinner, at what time you must 
invite tl)e Deauc and the Prebends that are present, to bear my 
Lord company. 

January 4"'. lOtlO. — I have yours of December liO'*'. and to 
the 1'*. part of your letter it will be answer enough to say what I 
told yuu lust, that, (»od be tlmuked, I am now well recovered 
from my shar|)e paines of the stnin^ury, and that the weather 
heiv hej^ins to remit from the bitteniestf it had before, ever since 
St. Thomas' day. flow it continues with you you will let me 
know in your next, that I may entertaine Judge Turner with it 
when becomes to visit me, hut IX \V barton* will not let me stirre 
out to him nor any body else.

I like not M^ !MorlandV answer which hee gave you, for it 
hath some mischiefe in the belly of it, besides some untruth that 
there is in it: for when fii-st Slartin, the foreman of the Grand 
Jurj', brought in the petition about K [night] s and [Huig^ssejs, 
and about a contribution made for the j^romoting of that designe, 
M'.

Steward of Hulmote Courts, my other 
attumeys and the clorkes of my Courts abuse me at their 
pleasure, aud I must be sure aUnrnm culpaa prastare^ and not 
pay for them all. In my last I bid you take the offer of 70". 
which the Noi-ti^n tenants hatl made, and tliere an end of that 
matter, unless you can get s<jme booke to the Library, which I 
thinke you will say you canuot doe neither, ani3 therefore trouble 
not youi-selfe much about it 

If Farrow the ideot be an old man I wonder that I never 
heard of him before, but secinp tliat I heare of him now let tlie 
p'uardujnHliip be disposed of according to M'. Stott's mind, aud 
if the grant of it Ijc worth any thing, either take it to your selfe, 
or tCL't a booke to the Libmry. 

Deliver tluB enclosed or send it safely to M'. Greenvyle. 

1 believe the Parliament will be prorogued or adjourned u|ion 
Satunlay next, for all the Bills are ready for the King to pass, 
who intends to goe towards Newmarket upon Monday next. 

1 pray you let me know how my two grandchildren and Sir 
(filbert's dauglitcr are usM at Sedglield, for i heare that Sir 
(lilbert is uiibrayded with them, aud if it be fio he must seekc 
some other place for them, where they may be well aud religiously 
instructed and educated. 

Aprill 0*^. 1670. — I had no letter from Durham yesternight. 
This morning I was at the Parliament Houye, and found the 
King gone to Hampton Court, from whence he will rcturnc this 
evening and finish all the Parliament liills upon Monday or 
TucstLiy morning at the furthest*, having put olF his journey to 
Newmarket till the day following.

I want many 
thing:s (or it, and especially m(niey, having Kif^kerton leas*; to 
renew at Peterborouj^h, which will cost 150'. at least, and a coacli 
to buy for my dauj^htor, and a sedan for my eelfe to Iw layd 
Qpon the carriage, and to be usM when I will, if need bee, as 1 
hope there will be none, and many other neceesaryes for that 
journey. I pray yuu therefore retunie me a Bill of 300'., or 200*. 
at least, as fast as you can by M'. Wharton's agent at Wolainy^- 
ham or some other safe hand to be payable before the middle of 
May or sooner. 

1 perceive by somewhat that M'. Flower said to me out of 
your letter you would have me doe two things. 1*. that I would 
get a steward, and truly if I knew where to get one that is a 
single, sober, honest man, and skillfull to governe a family, and 
to be carcfull of my demesnes. I would readily ealertuine him 
with all my heart. But T am ati'niiil of eutertaiuing strangers 
to us all that are here, lest 1 be deceived as 1 was the last time in 
Mills, who was not fit to l>e steward to an ordinary farmer. Tf 
you know of any that will be tit for me in the countrj- 1 shall, 
upon your recommendation soone enteitaine him. H^. that 1 
would purchiisc into my Libi-ary all the Common Law bookes; 
which I am very willing to doe, and for that purpose I pray send 
niu, by M'. JeflravFon's^ help, or M'. Stote's, a perfect catalogue 
of them all, and their be^t editions, whereupon you may make 
notes in the niargrnt and say what of them I have allready, and 
what 3-0U Clin procure at a cheap rate in Durham; and for the 
rest 1 shall lake order to have them sent from heuce, when 1 
come down. 

London, April lO***. 1070. — I am little beholden to my friends 
and servants at Durham who have lett two posts come hither 
this week without ever a word froui them. 

I wonder that neither my daughter here nor my selfe could 
ever hear any tiling from ye concerning her sister Oreenvill, 
who, she is told, is not well nsed nt home ; and what becomes of 
the due payments of the thousand pounds for her portion to her 
trusties, you never tell me,

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would not ^ve his consent to the passing of the Decree for 
Kasin<jton Division, and you dw? no more then 1»artly toll me so, 
without any reason that he g^ve you for it Tlu' next time I 
f^-ive him such a Parsonage as Sedgfield is, wliieh 1 might have 
kept to my selfe, hee shall not serve me so. 

If you send up a new lease for Wheatley's farme at Comeforth 
upon such termes as you mention, I shall not scale it, for I thinke 
my predecessor Bishopp Morton could not tye his sueeessors by 
a covenant to renew the lease whensoever the tenant should 
retjuire it, for by that meanes the tenant may make it as j^>d 
as his freehold, and come to have it renewed /vfirs quotivs when- 
soever any of the lives were ready to dye or grew up to be old.

1 thanke you for turncing me to the Statutes concerning the 
Justices of Peace or them that are to beare any office; but you 
should have told me what women or wives now living among 
you at Durham are eonviot of recusancy among your gencrall 
number of 700.

— I hope you and the other Justices o^ Peace 
aliout you have got the new printed Act ngiiinst seditious con- 
venticles into your haniLs*, and tliat you will joyntly set your 
minds by conference one with another to put it in execution. 
The pcnaltycs layd upf^n the Justices for not doin^ their duty 
herein are very great, whicli will make them the more caivfull to 
doe their office herein. For my part I liav*? no desire to yvt any 
thing fithtT by their forfeitures or the forfeitures of others upon 
tiiis score, and therefore I wish't my friends in the House of 
Commons to let the Act stand as it was pennM, that the for- 
feitures should be recover'd in any of the King's Courts at 
Wcstminsterj whereunto if 1 had added the Courts est^iblish't 
within the Countye Palatine of Durham, as they in the Mai-chcs 
of WalcK and elsewhere did not, it would have bccne interpreted 
to l>pe a ^ref*(liness and a desire of ;jainp in me, and besides it 
would havp benn an envyous thin<; fmm the Justices and other 
Officers or delinquents in our country that I should take their 
forfeitures to my sclfe, agjainst which you know I have oftei 
miide profession, and so I pray tell fhem all, and tliat I hop«^ 
tlicy will lie all so diligent in the due execution of their ofticesj 
as that the iufonuera in the Courts at Westminster shall gel 
nnthin*^ by them. 

M^ Greenvyle I hjive not scene, save only that night when bee 
came to towne,and t^ld me hoe bad left his wife atOxford very well, 
after she had stay'd 1£ dayea b)- the way by reason of the great 
waters, wliieh was enough Ui have displejusM a stronjijer temper 
than she is. When it was objected to him tluit hee had stayed 
the Division of Kasino-ton, ready to l^e decreed in Chancery, hia 
answer was that hev did no more than M'. Davenport had shcwne 
hira a patternc t^ doe in his Parsonii<>e of Houg'ht'un, where heo 
resisted the Division of sivme towues that will not kwp up the 
value of his tythes to himselfe and his successors, which M*^. 
Greenvyle sayes his parishioners at Kasington refus'd to doe, and 
that this was the true reason why he stop't the Decree, being

M^ Chaneellour'a clcrke was with me this moniiniLif, and tells 
me there are Kntreats out aj^ainst me for somewhat in arreare at 
the Exehequer, 1 know udt what, :nul llmt tlirre must he a eimi- 
position made with one UiH an atturney. I thought all had 
been quiet at the Kxchequer, both in S'. Tlmnms Davison's time, 
before I was Bishop, and ever since: hut M^ ClianceUour hirii- 
selfe, cominfj to dine with me this day, saith hco will take 
care of the matter, which he thinks is hapi>enM in the Excht*<|uer 
partly by M'. MiokletonV uej^Hj^euce, who Bhoiikl liave perfected 
the claime of my rig"ht« in Yorkshire, where the Shoritle is now 
cullM upon a^iinc for some Kstreats out ag-ainst me; and partly 
for that the Clerke in the Exehe(|uer is not payd his ycerly fee of 
4 noldes, which M'. Neile, M^ Uarkas, and otlier my oflicers at 
Durham, prumist»d to see payd and discharj^M without further 
troiilile to mee. If T \h* thus harrowed every yeere by my owne 
«tthi'ers,and by the olVirors of the Kxchequer, I had as good bee a 
Beere-ward as a Bishoji of Durham, and therefore I pray use your 
best diligence U^ free me from this trouble. 

London, May T"". 1C70. — As for my present state and condi- 
tion of health, I have, I thanke God, been well this 10 dayes 
toj^ether, till yesternight. I feare it is a forerunner of the 
strangury againe, which is so great a torture to be endureil that 
I sent for the physitian and the apothecary every da^', and doe 
all I can to i>revent it ; but they say it is the nature of this 
disease to rcturne oi'ten till it bee perfectly curM, and therefore 
that they would not have me resolve upon my journey into the 
north titi I sec how it will goe with mcc between this and the 
end of Whitsun-weekc, which will be a BHpei'sedcas to you for

Gill's 
ehoice whetlior hi^e would give this 1-5'. for yeeres, or 100*. for 3 
lives J and I thinke if M'. Gill be« his own friend he will rather 
pay the lOU'. then 4-5'., and I shall not much stand upon tnmeingf 
that long lease of .SO yeeres into 3 lives, being of yotir minde that 
it will be no less for the advantage of the See then leases for 
yeeres : for of this mind Hishopp Neile ever was, though he di.s- 
pleased Archbishop Laud by it, who theivupon proourM a Letter 
iVom the King to be sent unto all Bisho[)p8, Dcanes and Cliaplers, 
and their successors, and commanding tht«m to continue their 
leases let for 21 yeeres, and not to suffer them to be turuM into 
lives*.

— You told me in one of your letters a while since, 
as I perceive you told S'. Oillfert in your la^^t letter to him, that 
M'. Greenv}'le payeth no debdts, which is a shame for him ; but 
partioularly you told S'. Gilbert that hec docs not jmy the money 
to you that arc the trustees for ray daug-hter his wile, which I 
thinke in a shame for you that are the trustees to sufier, and 
therefore I pray omit no lonj^^r time to seize upon the corps of 
his Prebend, and Kafiing-ton^ whirh are eng;apM for that payment.

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It IB concluded here by mv friends and the physitians, that I 
must alwitiiine from travelling; this summer, which is much 
against my will, and therefore I pray look well to all things at 
Durham, Auckland, and Chiltonj and lut the horses which arc at 
Brafferton !« put into Auckland Parke, whither 1 have given 
order to John Abbey to send them. 

May 28, 1670. — Po^Ur. I tbnnke God my health continues 
Tewonably good, but I live in feare least my paines of the 
Btrangury should returne upon me a^iine, and ihercfore T cannot 
be allowed to come this summer's journey to Durham ; which 
restraint is much against my mind. 

The physitians and some of my other friends would have me 
goe for a month or two to Richmond or Putney, on the otlier side 
of the water ; or els to Choswick, or Acton, or Kensington, on 
this side of it. But I have no mind to remove from the lodging 
wherein I am and have the aire of St. James' parke, with all my 
boobes and papers about me, without which 1 cannot bee in 
quictj or live with any content abroad.

But 
the troopers will watch them hereafter at all houre^, and truly I 
tbinke their meetings will ere long dwindk-. to notliing in this 
City, which hath hitherto been an upholder and a pattei-ne of :ill 
the rest abroad.

tlie lea<l that you are to receive from M'. Wliarton aod somo- 
wlint of that lead will be to spare, so that upon the whole account 
John Langstaffe^s bill, besides four trees out of Franklondf will 
come to no more then 56*. And I pray set him upon the wurkv, 
and see it be well and coropleatly done, that wee may want no 
roome for the bookes which wee are to supply as we© can get 
time and money to pay for them. Only take care that the lig]^t4 
into the Chequer offices bee not taken away, or obstructedj am 
John Langstatfe told me they should not bee. 

It was not well done to let Van ErscU slip before hee had 
written the words ujwn the Shield under my picture, and now 
you must get somebody else to doe it as it is done in the porch, 

London, Aug*'. 27. 1670. — I pray you set your minde 
upon my resolution for the additional! r(»orae to my Lihrar)*, and 
set John Lan^toHe out of hand to prepare all thinpi reqiiirod 
towards it, and to set on all his severnll sorts of work^nien about 
it, and let him discliarge them all; to which puri)08e you must 
enter Articles with him, and if the lead be not eome from Mr. 
Wharton you must presently send for it, for my minde is much 
set upon tliis roome to have it as usefull and as handsome as the 
other greater Librarj' is. 

Aug*'. 30. 1670. — I have sent you herein John LangHtiifTe's 
note of accompt which hee made for the little roome adjoineing 
to the Public Library, that you may draw Articles between him 
and you tlic better, though I untlerstand not what hee meancs by 
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tlie casement but one foot lower. And if the roome will be 
capable of more presses upon each side of the window on 
each Hide of the chimeney, thnuj^-h perhajjs they will be less 
then the greater presses, I would have them also added, and 
if hee will not allow them into the barg-aine you must add 
sumcwhat for them in tlie Artifles. Bee sure you tyc him 
to doe his worke as speedily and as neatly as possibly hee 
can, and remember to put it into the barj^ine that hee shall 
open the passage between the 2 i'urther presses of the Library, 
aud make it a very handsome doore, with the cheeks lined into 
the new roome. For my mind is set uj)()n't to have it done 
very handsomely, becausti I pur|M)8c to keep all mapps, hookes of 
geography, and all manner of manuscripts there tliat wee can buy 
or begg from any others iu whose houses, if any such bee there, 
they arc not likely to bee so well preserved as they will bee in 
this Library. To which pnrpose I pray set Mr. Davenport of 
list'iung out and searching atler them, you and hee and all your 
acquaintances besides. 

London, Septeml/. S**. 1G70. — -In the letter which I sent to 
M'. Davenport by the last post there is somewhat for yon to 
know concerning the new roome to bee addtnl to my Library, and 
I pray be careful in it. I would gladly know whether the 
pourtraictures be made about the porch press that Mr. Davenport 
and you and I agreed on Ijy letter presently after I came lust to 
London ; for you tuld me then they should be done, though you 
now tell me a ]>oBt or two since that Van £rsen never appeared at 
Durham since 1 was there. 

London, SepteraV. 6*^. 1670.— You did well to offer the 
curtesy of the Castle to my Lord Commissioner, and to waite iij>on 
him at his inne. It was a sad accident at Old Dmham U7iter, aud I 
wonder that Mr. Tcmjiest vvonhl not send one of his servants to 
guide Sir Gilbert's groome thorough it, for want whereof the 
poorc man hath now lost his life. 

Poshc. When you answer my letters I pray you looke well 
upon them and skip nothing, as I am alFraid you have done in 
divers of them of late. 

Yesterday at the Sessions iu the Old Bailey the Reeonler of 
the City, and the Court thereof (whcrtMU were my Ijord Major 
and the ShcrifTcs, besides many other of the Justices of the Peace) 
set a iine i>f 40'. upon every one of the Jury who quitted Penn 
(a Quaker) that was then tryed upon the Statute of note, imd 
sent them all to the giwle, where now they lay till their Gnes be 
payed, and the credit of the fanaticks bcginnes much to lessen in 
this Cit^' of Loudon.

You fell me of 1 1 lords of the Union who are come alonn^witli the 
Lord Cornmissiouer of* Suotliind. I pray tt'll mc hIho whereunto 
yon (M)nreive that L'uioii will lead, for 1 hearc that you have read 
the hookt's that were pubtishinl about it in King* James's tiracj 
when the Union was tirst attempted and set on foot. Those 
tx^okes I cannot yet ^et, and yet I am named for one of the 
Commissioners conoernin*; tliat Union* when they beginne to 
Bet about it, about the 14"" day of this montli, if it holds. 

London, Sept^niV. 10'**. 1670. — For John Laugstatfe's saying 
that Mr. AVharton's 2 fother of lead will not countcrvaile the 
21'. for lead and workmanphip towards the additional roome to 
the Tjlbmiy, I doe not understand it, and I marvaile 3'ou shoidd 
so suddenly swallow it with(»ut making any reply to him. For I 
make account that Mr. Wharton's i fothers of lead are worth 
20'., which is 5'. more then HV., if lead sells now as it was wont 
to doe at l'i\ tbe t'other j but if it bee at a lower rato yet I 
ehovdd tliink that 'Z fother will sell lor more then John Lang«taHc'a 
^1',, set down in bin note i'nr lend and worknianyhip both, 
whereof the lead itsellCj besides the workmanship, could not 
probably come to above a fother and a hall'e at most. 

Posfiscr. — I doe not know whether my Lonl Commissioner be 
come to towue or no, but they expect him tliis niyht, as they doe 
the Duke of l?uckin^^h»ui Irouii France. 1 have a Idler from my 
Lortl Keeper g-ivouij; nic notice tluit it [is] hia Majestie's jileasuro 
to make me one of the Cuinmisaioners for the Union betwixt 
En^Iiiml and Scotland, and to attend that Commission upon Wed- 
nesday next at the Exchequer Chamber in W'estminster. 

London, ScptcmV. 13***. 1670. — It is well yetj or rather it is 
not well, that after a yeere's time or ncerc upon it, you nhoulJ 
tell me the pictures upon the porch pi*ess are not done at all, and 
certainly it must be Mr. Kirby's fault or yours to pay Van Ersell 
his money before hee liad fiuish't his worke : against which crrour 
and forwardness in payment of workemeu 1 have so frequently 
forwarn'd both you and him, and now after ayeere's time I heare 
how my words have been neglected. 

Of the sturgeon that was taken the last yeere T never heard 
before, which now you say cost me above 40'., but how you dispos'd 
of it you doe not say. 

London, Sept'. 15*. 1 670.— Yesterday T attended the Com- 
mission for the Union at the Exchequer Chamber in Westminster, 
where the Commissions were only read, and the day adjourned to

1 wish you had told me wherein our northerne jieople will nuiTer by 
it more than others ; for if onr northerne people will not sell 
their commodityes as cheap as they are sold in other places, the 
tradesmen here and the Scotehmen will plead hanl asramst them, 
who 1 feare have a further dcsigne in it to get other advanta^j^ 
over the Knjt^lish then in their trading* only, l*he Duke of Buck- 
ingham is returu'd from France, but as yet nobody knows the 
news that hee brought fi^m thence, at least not I. 

Posfscr, — Let me know what Captaines attend the muster of the 

2 troops of horse on the Palace Green upon the G***. of October 
next^ for if Capt. Hall cannot attend it, it will be time to thinke 
upon another. 

LondoHj Sept'. 20***. 1670. — What your meaneing was I cannot 
tell, but your expression concerning Mr. Wharton's 2 fother of 
lead could not otherwise be construed then as I wrote in my 
former letter. If John Langstaffe can buy lead for 12*. a fother 
yo\i must let him have Mr. Wharton's lead at the same rate, but 
Mr. Wharton will say that hee sells it every where for 1 3'. If no 
more presses then 3 large ones can be made in the additional! 
roome to my Library, wee must l)e content with them, and the 
lesser shelves on each side the window, and on each side of those 
larger presses, 

London, SeptemV. 24*. 1670. — That the sturgeon should cost 
40v which was taken this yeare is somewhat a large reckoning, 
but let it pass, it was well the Judges h.^d it. 

At the Commission for the Union we are not yet come to the 
trading point, and I believe it will not pass to the prejudice of the 
northerne countyes. 

London, SepteraV. SO**". 1670. — A sorry acconnt it is that 
you give me of thewooddcstroycHlboth in Be<ll>ourne and Franek- 
land, not so much as telling me the least remedy that wee liave 
to recover the loss in either of those places ; and I am liLLle 
beholden to Mr. Davison for his anwilliugness to punish the 
Quaker's wife, aud to make her restore what she halh cut downo 
and taken away, which I suppose you would not have told me 
unless there had been some probabUity of truth in it. 

D^ Brevint's delay of paying the 13», 4''. pension to the 
Bishoprick of Durham (the rites ami customs whereof I nm sworne 
to raaintaiuj is no longer to be endured. And therefore 1 pray 
goe to him once agaiue in my name and desire him to give meei 
his positive answer whether hee will pay the pension or no, and 





all the arrcarca of it since bis time. If bee either donyes it or 
puU it ofl' to a further day (biivein^ bad so injiuy yeercs allready 
to consider of it) pray liiui that het* woxdd not take it ill if I pre- 
sently commence a suit ag-.iiuyt him, and let the world see how 
my kindness to him is rewarded. For I helicvo but for mee hee 
hiui neithiT been either at Durham or Branspeth, which lost 
words I only tell to yourselfe, for I would not willingly have any 
men upbraided with the curtesyes that I have done to them. 

London, Octob*. 4-^. 1G70. — I looke for some account from you 
in every one of your letters of the process that John Lang«toflb 
and his workemen make about the aflditionall roome to the 
Library, I pray take care that they pass not thorough the Great 
Library, as I g^ve you warning before, and advise ^^-ith John 
Lang-stuffe whether or no it will be best to leave a doore on one 
side of the window, whereby the workemen may enter from the 
gaixlen, and afterwards, when all is done, either to be wall'd up 
againe, or to have a wooden doore tliere, answerable to the 
presse on the other side of the window, for the Bishrip when he 
pleases to enter the more privately thereinto tbrou^^h his own 
garden, vvbt'u bee will yive tbo Librnry keeper notice thereof, 
wlio must opL'u that duore for him, and stand charg'd with all 
the bookes iu both the rooraes.

I pray you therefore take all opportunitves to get 
in more money, either from the tenant* in their fees and fines, or 
otherwise as you can for a better stock, you and Mr. Davenport 
both by your eflectuall motions. 

London, Octol/. 8'**. 1670. — Tf they have not misinform'd you 
concerning the 2 water come mills at Durham I will be content 
that you should take the fine which is otFerM, unless you can 
hooke in a booke for the Library, as you may tlie l>etter doe if you 
stand upon t he 8"^ yeare, which ought to allow balfe a yeere's value. 

It is well that Dr. Brevint is come off at last to pay his pension 
and the arrears thereof at Branspetb. 

You say Forrer's wife's sickness and buryall hindered liirn 
from coming" to Durliam and sealeing" his writings io your cosin 
Carnaby, so tlmt for my money I must exjject still longer, and 
at last I ho[>e I shall have it. But what a shamefull act is this 
in him to ket'p these my rents, as he did many others l^efore, so 
long in his hands without account or payment of them in. Ilia 
letter to Mr. Arden complaines that nee hath Iwjen a great loser 
by me, wherein I suppose his meaneing is that he« accoimts idl

than ever he deserv'd at ray hands, who thrust himselfe in to 
bee my offi<'cr wilh no other intention then to deceive and cheat 
me, if by any meanes he could, which art hee hath perfectly 
learned when he served Sir Arthur Hasleri^ and others againsik 
the King. 

FonUc. I looke to hcare by the next post from you and Mr, 
Davenport how well the Sym^jd, the Sessions, the Archdeacon's 
Visitation, and the Musters, past amonjjst you this weeke, 

London, Oct^b^. 13'*'. 1670. — I shall not much stand upon the 
giveing r>f :illO'. to my daughter, though T have not heard one 
word from her or her husband all this while of my absence from 
them, or thireinfj the time that this house hath bivn sought for: 
yet I would not have it purchas't too deare, or hand over licad. 
For the selling tliereof when it is purehas^t let it l>ce in trustees' 
hands, (Sir Ralph Colo, Sir Gilbert Gerard, Air.

plaiuts of it than any they doe to mee, and heginue some of 
them to talke us if such neglects of my oflfieers were suffered iti 
the country for want of K [night] s and B[urges8e]« to looke 
aiU-r them.

The lease is sent in the box with the Articles, 
by Richmond carr^'cr. When my Visitation is kept, I pray 
looke that my Procurations, together witli the arrears bo duly 
jiayd, for otherwise 1 am afraid the Register may be somewhat 
negligent about them. 

Pall Mall, London, Tuesday, 23 of May, 167L — 1 have received 
yours of the 19"^. instant^ wherein you promised to send Fnmck- 
httid Patent, new drawn, with the addition of the former woi-ds 
that were omitted. But by discourse with M'. Deane I perceive 
bee thiukes that will not serve the turne : for hee tells me hee 
bath seen in my Lord Coke (whom it seems hee stitdyuth) that 
the parke of Franckland l>eing destroyed, the Grant ol t lie Patent 
is destroyed witJi it, and that the pretended Parke-keeper, having 
no service to performe theiv, can have no Patent granted him of 
any such office. So that upon the matter (whieji I tell vou in 
aurettt that you may the better study the matter for the prttsor- 
valionof my right) hee and some of the Prebendaryes that may 
follow his mind intend to strike at the very roots of the trees 
there, and leave me neither office nor Patent to bestow. But if 
you were well grounded when you told me it was a necessary 
office, 1 thinke I am bound to continue it, and I hope the law 
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will preserve both to mee and my daughter's sonne a»rainst all 
men that shall oppose it and fjoe ahoiit to take our rii^lit from tis 
both. Let not this take wind ahroad, Imt strengthen yourst'Ife 
well at home, least the humour of op|x>sition aguine should arw« 
at the next Chn]>tcr. In the late Bialiopp of Bath and \Vell3' 
direetions which hce had from Jnd^eCrooke, one is, that Patent'? 
must he made in the same words with the Patents that went 
Iwfore it, and liow that may he done in this particular Patent of 
Franokland, as well for the fee as for the profit of all top and 
barke, my Attiimey and Sf)licitor toother with M'. Stot and 
yourselfe, and, if ne<'d l>e. Sergeant Turner, must well advise, and 
consider whether the clause of rfrtos el ti^tmaa ike. need to be 
added to the Patent or no. Somewhat I writ to you here about 
in my last letter, which I trust came to your hands before 
you were ready to send the Patent, as you had amended it, 
hither. 

As for your apprehension of my failing befnre the Great Cliap- 
ter-day, traniteat, and let no more be siiid of it but that woe are all 
in the hands of Almighty God, to live as long and as short a 
time us hee plcaseth. 

I know not what to thinke of the jufj^^le that I thinkeis used 

between the Arehdeacon [Granville] and his agents I 

know not in what part of Prance hee is, nor have I heard from

Pall Mall, London, Tlmi-sday, 25'", of May, lfi71.— Yon j^ive 
me an account of the now roome added to the Tjihrarj^, but an 
account so hard and obscure that it is not possible for mee to 
understand it. 1 never heard beiore of 2 doores in that now room to 
l>e8et opp(>sitconeajrainst another. The entmneeuut of the Great 
Lihrary into that new roome T onlercil, and repeated it more than 
on(M3, and gave you strict charge to looke to it, was to bo made 
between the two presses of the Oreeke and Lalinc Fathers; at 
the backe of which 2 presses, the otlier two were to be placed in 
the new roome exactly ; and if this be not done, notliiug is done, 
for I understand not a syllable of what you write concerning 2 
dores in the new roome, which you say are not directly opjiosite 
one to another : neither can I devise where that opposite dore 
shonld stand, or be made there in the new roome. AVIien wee 
thought of a passage to that roome from the garden, wee spake 
indeed of a dore to be put on the side of the window, if there were 
room for it, but when you told me that Joliu Langstafle said it 
would not doe well there, I gave plaino and peremptory order that 
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there should be no doore but tmt of the great Library into tlie 
less, between tbe Grceke and Lutinc Fathers ; and this I expect 
to have done before I shall allow John LangstalFe his money, 
whatever become of the presses within the little roome, whieh he 
and James Hull hath set up, it sepnis, disonlerly : neither is there 
any other remedy to be used but the takeing of those 2 presses 
downe a^ine, and setting them just to the back of the 2 presses 
in the Great Library, where the Greeke and Latine Fathers stand. 
You toll me John Lan^taHewas mistaken in his measure, and there 
you leave the matter, as if you were no further to be e^meeni'd in 
it. I will pend you shortly the names of those men whose pour- 
traii'turcs arc to be put in the freeze of those presses, as soonc as 
the presses themselves be put in oixler, and that you will iuforme 
me how many heads they will hold, which I thinke will be twelve 
in all, if the presses within tliat little roome be made after the 
samu projHirtiou that they arc in the greater. But when will 
Van Ersell come home? upon whom only John Langstail'e and 
you seem to depend. Li th« intorim I su])pose you have J*;(^t some 
body els to colour the roof atul the presses themselves, toy^ether 
with tlie elumney piece, which perhaps will hold 3 pictures of the 
heads more. 

Pall Mall, London, Mfiy 27'". U>7i. — When yon told me in 
your last letter that the new Library rtjom was fiuish't, I expected 
alsw toliearc somewhat from you of the promoting or finishing of 
thu Catalogue of my books by T. H., but when you say nothing 
of it from week to weeke, it troubles me not a little. 

Pail Mall, Lond4>n, June 17"'. Ifi71. — 1 have received yonra of 
the L'i*''. instant wherein you tnke me up and find fault with me 
at your pleasure, sometimes telling me that 1 doe you wrong 
even in that particular wherein I intended to shew you kindness, 
and sometimes saying that you wonder and niarvaile at me, as if 
I knew not to write either sense or reason ; and otherwhiles 
blameingme for not takeing core to have M'. Anien examinetl to 
your interrogntoryes, and hardly is there any one panigraph in 
your letter which taketh not the lilwrty to reprimande me. Now 
I pray take your words back againe to yourselfe. 

1 pray> M'. Stapylton, give over your angry expostulations 
with me, whieh 1 have not patience enough to endure. Your 
own reason will give you that it is no way fit thus to retume 
allmost every word I write, and in a manner t(? chide your 
master, as you have done in this and many other of your letters :

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(ji my PcpiiU'lire ; and in ca«e it ttljall appoure to my ext-'outors 
1 lijtt iiny nftlM' saiil ulines people shiill, thro' sicknosse or inlirmity, 
lie dif^aljletl to utt<.-nd my funomll, I will, novorthelesso, that Biich 
of them lis shall appearc to be boc disabled shall be paid the tcnne 
»hil!iny> I'especlively as if they were present. 

Hem. ] will thutj as soon as the ritcsof my sepulture be ended, 
twenty jiauuds shall be g-iven and distributed amonj; tlie i>oore 
people of the eountry who shall uptin the siime day come thither 
Uy siA'k almefi : the distribution whereof, as alsoe the rest of my 
funenill expenw^s, I leave to the discretion of my executors. And 
for the temporall estate whereof it hath pleased God to make mo 
steward, the greatest part of it 1 have allready cxprnded in re- 
liuililiiim"and repaireinjj; the two episcopull Castles of Durham and 
Bishop Aueklandjtiifjether with theBishop*s House attDarbnfjton, 
the whole cost and t-hartrcs whereof have amoimtetl to about sixteen 
thousand pounds, besides one thousand pounda hereafter men- 
tioned which 1 have layd out in furuisJiiu^ the episeopall Chap- 
jpells, belonj^inji^ to those two Castles, with severall peieea of faire 
{^ilt ])late, bookes, and other decent ornaments, for the use of my 
Kiiec!essors in those Chappelis i'or ever. Some other part of that 
my temporall estate I have layd out in building and indoweinij 
two Ilospitalls, the one att Durham, fm- the reliefe of ei^'ht almes 
]ie<t]>le (foure men and foure women), and the other utb Bisliop 
Auckland, for the reluife of four poore persons (two men and two 
women), whit-h shall 1k' perpetually called the Bishop of Durham's 
IIospilallH and his almes people there. Besides, I have expended 
a j^ood summe of money in rebuildiny two echooles upon the 
Palace Green att Durham, which were first founded there by 
Bishopp Tianffley, or his executors, for two ehaplainesand sehool- 
masters in the time of King Henry the fiftli, but lately ruinM 
aud Uycd waste iu the times of the late rebellion ; the buildin^^ 
of these two schoolcs att each end of my Hospitull there, havin;^ 
cost mc allmost three hundred pounds. I have likewise allready 
^iven to St. Peter's Colled^e in Cambrid^^ one himdreil and 
twenty jiouuds, for the re-edifyeinH' of the east cud of the 
Chappeli Ihei-e, and three hundred pounds towards tlic redemp- 
tion of the Christian captives in AlH;icrs, and five hundred pounds 
for the releife of the distressed loyall |Kirty in England, and about 
eifrht hundred pounds in rcpaireiug* the baukes iu Howdenshire 
lielonginjjf to the Bishopps of Durluiui. Moreover a f^reat part of 
this my temporall estate I Imve bestowed in founding, building, 
furnishing, and indowing, a publiek Library next the Kxcheiiuer 
on the Palace Green in Diirliam, which shall be called the Bishop 
of Durham's Library for ever, the same havelng eost mco about 
two thousand and live hundred pounds, Aud further iu founding

eig'ht echollaiV places in the University of Cambridge, to wit, 
five Bcliollars' places of St. Peter's College there of tenn poands 
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Caiuii' ColU'dgv there of twenty noMes a peiee per annum (both 
which sluiU be called the lii:?hop of Durham's schollars for ever) 
And in adding the provision of eight |H>unds yearely to be settled 
upon canh. of those Ci>lledg«s, for the benefitt of their common 
chest thereunto respectively belon^ug, I have expended by 
mnkinj'' a purchase Jbr these uses about two thonsjind ]>oi]ndi«. 
All which cxpcnces laid out upon the repaireinjr and rebuildinj 
the IJishupp's houses aloresiiid and workes of piety I here insoi 
and mention in my last Mill and TestAincut as worVes of duty 
belouj;;:inff to mee, and not out of any ostentation or boasting of 
it, as well to satisfye the world in gimcrall as my euccessors the 
Bishops of Durham in particular, that altho' I receiveil ncare upon 
twenty thousand pounds for fines of Leases (and truely 1 received' 
noe more from my first comeing into the Binliopricke in the year 
16G0 to the end of seaven yeares followin'*', notwithstanding; all the 
vaine reports of larger summt-s received by mee for those fines of 
Leases), yot I took noe part of those tines to my owne privute 
use, or to make provision by them for my children, hut layd out 
the whole summe reeeivctl, and a great deale more, upon the 
aforesaid repaires, and upon the pious uses before expresseil ; All 
which didbursementii, I ho|»e, will acquitt me as to my suecessors 
fnun any pretence of dilapidations, and, as U» the world, from an 
opinion or censure that I have enriched mv sclfc, or incrciisetl rav 
est^ate, by any benefitt or advantage arisnig^ from the aforcsaiil' 
fines. And as to my children and allyes, that they may be satis- 
fied that I ara not able tu bequeatii larger giftes to them thaxi I 
have allrcndy done in my lifetime, besides these few legacies 
hereafter in this my will exiuesscd.

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Calhedrall Cliurch of Norwieli, nnd in the parish of St. Andrew 
tliert', wliore 1 was borne and brought up in my iuiuorit)'j to be 
paid iind diHtributwl as aforesaid. 

JfejH^ I ^ive and be(|ueati» thirty pounds to the poore of Dnr- 
hanij Auckland, Darbn^^ton, Stockton, Gat<«head, and Urans- 
jieth, all within the County Palatine and Biehoprick of Durham ; 
thrtt is to pay, five pounds to the jM>ore of each place^ to be payd 
and distributed among- them as aforesaid. 

liem^ I g-ive and bo(iueutb tcnue ])ounds to the poorc of Chester 
in the Street, the parish of Houghton le Spring, Nortliallcrton, 
Creikcj and Howdeu, being severall Mannurs i>elouging to the 
Bishops of Durham, that is, forty shillings to the poore of each 
parish, to be payd and distributed among them within the time 
aforesaid. 

Ifcnij I give and ])eqneath tn the rebuilding of St. Paul's 
Church in London one hundred pounds, to be payd atter the 
foundation is layd, and when the bnikling theii'of ^ball be raise*!

The 
rest of my bwjkes acconlin^ to a Catalo^-ue made Iheioof, and 
signed by my ownc hand. I have hy a s|>eciall deed alr-cady given 
to a publicke use in tlie new Library that I have built upon the 
Palace Green in Durham, for the common benefitt of the Clergy 
and others that shall resort thereunto : the whole collection of all 
my bookes havcing cost me nearo ujwn three thousand pounds, 
ami the care of above five and filly yeares together. I have 
likewise by a speciall deed given and st^ttlcd U|Kin the Curate of 
St. Andrew Auckland Ibr the time being an annual increase of 
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al)out sixtecne pounds per annum (to be annex'd for ever ta^ 
former poor slipontl) issuing out of cerUiine lands forfeitwl to 
the Kinj*-, whicli his Majesty hath ])een graciously pleased t*> 
give and grant to mee in my private cnpaeity. 

The plate, hookes^ org-ans, and other furniture bclononn^ ia 
my Chappelis at Auckland and Durham (which cost mee about 
one thousand pounds), I have dedicated to sacred uses, and by a 
perticular deed thereof made I have given thcra to the Bishops 
of Durham my Enccessors, to he preserved in the same Chappelis 
for such uses in all times hereafter. And I doe further give and 
bequeath to the said Bishopps of Durham my succoftsore, for ever» 
all the right, title, and interest which, by the gracious and 
particular gift of the King's Majesty, I have in a Colleiige 
adjoining unto Auckland Castle, the grant being mode to met% 
my heii*Sj executors and administrators, in my particuhir and 
private capacity, and not in order to the rights of the Bishop- 
rick, and conveyed under the Great Scale of England for my 
owne use and bcnefitt : the said CoUedge having been, among 
otlier things, lately Ix'fore forfeited to the King's Majesty by Sir 
Arthur Haslcng. And this Colledge I leave to my successors as 
a subservient house for diverse offices, whereof ihe Bishopf>s of 
Durham for the time being will have speciall use for theire 
family when they are resident att Auckland Castle, and who, I 
trust, for thcBC and mauy other my speciall resjiects and gifts 
made unto them, will be the more reganlfull and favourable 
to my children and grandchildren in renewing from time to 
time such leases as they hold from the See of Durham.

Sib, 
I BELeiTE you wonder that we have l>ene so backward in our infor- 
macion wliat success the King's commission hath mett with in this 
country, as to Sir Henry Vane's estate at Barnard Castle and Kaby, 
Tho truth is the progress hath bene slow, and retarded by such meanes 
as I cannot give you a full account of, unless 1 first Itgg leave to biy 
before you the Lord Bishop of Durham's carriage in the whole trans- 
action of this businesse, ^ ova um^uc ft4 malum^ hitherto, which fol^ 
lows thus. 

1. Tho first puhlique act that he did for the country to take notice 
of, after he came downo Bishop of Durham, was an usurjtation upon 
his Majestie's rights, by seising upon the forfeitures due upon tho 
attainder of 0ir Htuir^ Yvifit ^^ not (Uilj[ r^c^Uoing of n:uU which 
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weer in arroftr, but sueiiig the pooro tonants, compelling them 
answear upon onth what monie any man had remaining in his han<]fl 
and obtained a decree in his own Court to the (freat costs of the poore 
tenants; which sute hinxi^ meeroly vexatious (for the bulifu that col- 
lected those rents had, before the aute was commenced, given in upon 
oath to the Bishop what was due for eTerr particular t^tnant, and 
what was in arrcar). This made eucli a noise among the common, 
especially the disfected people, that the eccho reflected (though uu- 
juatly) from the person to the scandal of his holy and inuoceot 
function. 

2. Secondly, when lie heard that some were comeing (by the King^a 
anthority, to acaso upon that estate for hiii Koyall hei^hness, the 
Bishop put souldiars mto Kaby castlo to keep it against the Kin^ 
and the Duke, haveing 6ret sett ladders to the walls and gone over, 
broke open the gates, took away all the goods with cighteno wild 
beasts out of the parke and a horse out of the stable, aQ this in 
open contempt of his Majestie'a authority. 

3. Thirdly, when the King's receiver had summoned a Court to be 
kept at Barnacastle for his Mnjestie, the Lord Bishop aent a pro- 
hibition under his hand and seal to charge all the tenants of Bar- 
nardcBstle lordship not to a}>eare at that Court, nor to own that 
authority by which it was cald. And yet neither himself nor any 
of his predicesaors ever kept Court there, nor did any balif of the 
Bishops of Durham ever dare so much as to serve a writt upon any 
man in Bamacaatle Lurdsliip. The peremptory stile of the prohibi 
you may read in the copie proved upon oath. 

4. And now when his Majestic sent down a Commission to inq 
after these things, and sent withall a writt to the Bishop of Ourh 
to command the Sherif of Durliani to summon a Jury at such time 
and place as his Majestie's Commissioners should approve, the Xiord 
Bishop showed contt-mpt of his Majestie's authority, refused to return 
a Jury, and qiiarrelkd sumo of the Commissioners for apeareing on 
the King's l>elialf before him, which puhhque contempt of the lClng*8 
authority gave bad exiun])le to the disaffected partie and rasky 
dangerous consequence in these so ill tymes. 

G. Upon the Bisliop's refusall to summon a Jury, the other 
was sent to the High Sherif of Yorkshire, who readily returned a 
gallant Jury of Knights and gentlemen of quality, Oetob. 11'''., at 
which tyme the Oommissiou was dispatched, but by reason of the 
tennes being adjourned, and no lawyers nor attumeys nor other 
persons travelling up to London, fnr feare of the inft^ction, we cannot 
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re^rd of the tyme of infection, that deter men from repassing to 
London. And I heartily bcgg a line upon receipt of this, that I niav 
be satisfied of j'our own good health, and the rest of oar frcinds with 
you at Court. Poore Johu Ellerington (persecuted from one pi 
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to on oUuT l)y the biivlmritv of Sir ITcur}' WitlitTingtun, wlioin if 
vou know as well as he in known in this country you would think 
him ecarse worthc the honour of kuij^hthuoJ. It is wondered at in 
the country that he should Ix^ suflered ti» use the King's evidence (and 
upon that account only) with such cruelty that it is a wonder t!ie 
pooro man is alive. He is eomuing up for redresse, in which if you 
please to assist him yon will cnrtainlv doQ his Majestic good and con- 
Biderable service. And certainly if this poore man find no redresse of 
being (against the law) beating, imprisoned and barlwrously used, 
even almost to starveing, and now pprse<uted from onr place to an 
other ; the plotters (and it may be that ift-the plolt) may designe what 
villanies thuy please, and no man will dare to discover the least that 
pufiiir for well doeing; as this poore man dntli, I feare I trespass too 
nnit'h upon your precious tymc and weightie occasions, and there for 
with my humble service to my honourable Lord Arlington, and my 
great and due respects to your selfe, I take leave and rest, Sir,

Sherif, the 
businesse is his Majestie** owne concemeroent, and if you be com- 
plained of for obstructing the King's commission it may fall heavy 
upon yon, which I wish you to prevent." M^ Sherif answered that 
he was not to be blamed, for he did nothing but by my Lord Bishop's 
command, and being his officer must obey him. 1 lM?seeeh you advise 
in it, and retume me a line for direction to the Commissioners how 
to steere their course in this boysterous sea at Durham ; for if this 
second affront be putt upon the King's CommissionerR (as the farmer 
were disturbed by my Lord of Durham's owuc servants at Barnard 
Castle), the people will conceive that the King's authority at West- 
minster and the Kxcheqar must submitt to that in the County Palatine 
of Durham. The Commissioners desyar to be resolved (if it may 
be) once more whether dejiositionB returnwd by them will not be as 
eflectuall for the King*s advantage. The phanaticka keepe their 
meeting still, and no doubt look upon these calamitous tymes as tbu 
fittest season for their rebellious agitations, placing great confidence

I AM very sorry to understand from you that I shall want the satis- 
faction of your company this day at Christopher Bell's ; but more 
sorry for the occasion, your want of health. I am fully perawaded 
that the North and South Uailys are no part nor parcell of the City 
of Durham, and my reasons are these following: — 1". The scituation 
of the Castle^ which stantis at the head of the City, and by it, and a 
wall adjoyning to it strikes quite through from one side of the City 
wall to an other, iu such a manner tliat if you could continue the 
City any further then the Castle gated, to make the communication 
further you must pass through the Castle gates ; for, in truth, those 
gates which we commonly call the Qaole gates are the Castle gates, 
the Gaole being port of the Castle, to wit, the outwardmost part, and 
the office of Uaolor is, and alwayes hath bin, by the muHt antieut 
patents upon record, stiled ojficium Janit&rM Qmtri nodtri extcrioria, 
and it is not probable that a Castle being built for a phice of defence 
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for the presprvation of St. Cutlibcrt's shrine: for by ancient liistori* 
it appearea that was the intention of building it at first, contviiuDg 
Bach a compass of ground as would contt^int) a competent ntimlK*rof 
housetholds for the defence of the Castle, which hold hy Ciistle gard to 
come in tirno of dan|;^«r to defend the Castle, tm hy ancient record* 
doth appcarc, should sufi'er such n communication &» would much 
weaken the defence of it, as it must needs do if the City extended 
through the Ca«tle, for then it would be neccisary for the j^Terti- 
ment of the City that the cliiefe Governor thereof should at all times 
have libertie as well in one part of the City as in an other; and 
indeed I thinke if one part of the citizens were tyed to the defence 
of the Castle all the rest should be so too, which it is clean; they're 
not. 2^". llie distinct jurisdiction. The City of Durham beini> a 
Maunor, and having view uf JTrank pledge within ono circuit of 
ground, and the Castle being an other Mannor, and having view of 
Frank pledge in an other circuit, and, I believe, it was never heard 
that one and the same City should have two distinct jurisdictions, 
wliich, in truth, is a contradiction m adjecfo ; for a City implies a 
body politick, but two distinct jurisdictions by her several chicfc 
Governors (as the Constable of tlio Custle, and the chiefe Magistr^tr 
of the City, whwther he he called Mayor, Alderman, or Bailifl', or bj 
any other title whatsoever) would imi>ly, if not two body pulitici 
yet surely one, and souiewliat more, and wouhl niidve a moral mon^l 
And this reason is conBrmed to me by tfie constant practice aiid 
words of the Charter, wliich doth comprehend the whole Citv to 
within the Corporation; but in practice the chiefe Magistrate hath 
never exercised any jurisdiction within the two Bailiffs, more tb 
they have in the Elvets and Crossijate ; and therefore 1 conclude 
first to be no moro parcell of the City then the latter.
